THE MEXICANS 


Look at this picture. Now look at it again, 
and bear in mind that this is not Mexico in 
1937 but Dalston in 201 5. Clever, aren’t we? 
Because only someone with a PhD in Frida 
Kahlo studies could tell that this is not actually 
the monobrowed artist and her lover Diego 
Rivera. It is the actress Helena Bonham Carter 
and her north London pal Thomasina Miers, 
the cook and founder of Mexican restaurant 
Wahaca. They are channelling Frida and 
Diego ahead of the Day of the Dead festival 
in November organised by Miers (there will be 
talks by Salma Hayek and tequila tastings). 

Not that Helena needed much persuasion 
to go the full Frida. She has always loved 
the artist - ‘she invented the selfie’ - and 
spent the night before the shoot forcing her 
seven-year-old daughter Nell to watch Kahlo 
documentaries. The weird thing is, she does 
look quite like her. 

‘Everyone thinks of me as very English,’ 
Helena says. ‘But my mother is Spanish - 
her name is Elena Beatrice Mary Juana 
Cabriella Maria De Los Desemperados 
Propper De Callejon. Then she became plain 
old Bonham Carter.’ 

Helena is just back from two weeks in 
Florence, where her family have a home 
overlooking the city that was the backdrop 
to her big-screen debut in 1985, playing 
Lucy Honeychurch in A Room With a View. 
‘People double-take a lot when I am there.’ 
Helena says she has spent the last 30 years 
in corsets, but in fact she has played every 
role imaginable. ‘Do you want orgasm 
or suffering?’ she asks the photographer. 

‘I can only do one or the other.’ MB

T imothy Taylor appears 
from a doorway in his 
Mayfair gallery looking 
cross. A tower of 
scaffolding erected by 
builders working overhead 
currently obscures his 

facade. Whafs more, the constant drilling and 
banging and shaking is doing his head in. ‘Ifs 
not good for looking at art,’ he sighs. And the 
other day,’ he points to a large abstract canvas, 
‘that nearly fell off the wall!’ 

We stand for a moment and look at the mix 
of pieces carefully arranged in the pristine 
white space. The exhibition is called Substance 
and features a range of work by several 
different artists, most prominently a shabby 
sofa on which is balanced a giant slab of 
plaster. Ifs the kind of piece that used to lead 
to jokes about what the bin men left behind, 
but nobody laughs at gags like that any more 
- not since Tracey Emin and her unmade bed, 
which sold last year for £2. 5m at Christie’s 
and is now wowing crowds at Tate Britain. 
Contemporary art is a serious business, not 
least for Timothy Taylor, who has been selling 
it for over 30 years. At 52 he now ranks in the 
top flight of dealers - way ahead of most other 
British gallerists, and probably only a few 
rungs down from Larry Gagosian, the richest 
and most successful art dealer in the world. 

This may come as a surprise to the many 
readers who know Tim — everybody calls him 
Tim, he says - as the unassuming man in the 
grey suit who appears at the back of those 
family photos of the royals at christenings and 
weddings, birthdays and jubilees. He is 
there in his capacity as the husband of Lady 
Helen Taylor, daughter of the Duke and 
Duchess of Kent, and a great-granddaughter 
of George V. The couple met in the Eighties 
when they were both working on Cork 
Street. ‘Helen was working at one end at 
Karsten Schubert’s gallery, and I was working 
at the other for Bernard Jacobson.’ They were 
a golden couple, and a frenzy of press 
attention surrounded 
their wedding at 
St George’s Chapel, 

Windsor, in 1992. 

They have four 
children - Columbus, 

21, Cassius, 18, Eloise, 

12, and Estella, 10 - 
and live in minimalist 
splendour in a house 
in Knightsbridge 
designed by Eric Parry, 
the same architect 
who created the 
polished interiors of 
Taylor’s gallery. 


These are not the usual things one associates 
with royal consorts - patronage of modern 
architecture, a job at the top end of the art 
market - and Tim, it turns out, has a few 
more surprises up his Turnbull & Asser 
shirtsleeve. We move to his office, where he 
takes a seat behind his striking desk - a vintage 
oak bureau designed by the great French 
modernist Jean Prouve - and drops a teabag 
(Taylors of Harrogate, a little in-joke) into his 
cup. There are neat shelves of glossy catalogues 
and some extremely impressive artworks 
on the walls. These are samples of Tim’s wares, 
judiciously placed as both seduction and 
conversation pieces to arouse whichever 
big-cheese collector has the wherewithal and 
knowledge to earn themselves a place in 
this sanctum. 

I say knowledge, because as Taylor is quick 
to point out, a collector needs more than 
money to become a respected client. Just as 
a dealer must understand what he’s selling. 
‘There’s a deeply intellectual side to it,’ he says. 
‘You need to be involved in the work of an 
artist to be able to talk about it and to justify 
the prices. A collector wants to know why 
something costs half a million quid.’ 

This wouldn’t be an outlandish figure for 
some of the blue-chip art Taylor sells. In his 
office he has a handsome abstract canvas by 
Sean Scully, the Irish painter whose older 
pictures have been reported to fetch over 
£lm. Behind me there is a small piece by the 
LA artist Ed Ruscha, bearing the slogan 
‘HOLD ON FOR A MINUTE, I’M NO 
MARTIAN’. A major Ruscha fetched $30m 
(£20m) at Christie’s New York last November. 
And right behind Tim is probably the most 
valuable piece in the room: a big, scrawly, 
child-like painting by the American 
expressionist Philip Guston called The Hill. 
‘Can you ever really get your head round 
that?’ Taylor asks, swivelling to look at it. ‘Ifs 
not easy. Ifs not going to sit quietly on your 
walk’ It’s true, but displays of madness and 
trauma have always commanded high prices. 


and Guston, who died in 1980, has a record 
at auction of $25m (£16m). Later I phone 
Taylor to ask the price of The Hill. ‘Call it 
£3m,’ he says, coolly. 

There is nothing in Taylor’s childhood that 
suggests he was destined for the art world. His 
father was a test pilot in the Royal Navy, and 
Tim grew up in Wales, San Diego and Surrey, 
where he went to Reed’s School in Cobham. 

‘I was educated on the A3,’ he laughs. After a 
foundation year at art college in Farnham ‘where 
I learnt that I wasn’t an artist but that I liked 
the subjecf , he heard about a friend who had 
an internship at a gallery in Cork Street and 
the idea appealed to him. When his friend left, 
Taylor took his place. The gallery belonged to 
Bernard Jacobson, a print dealer with a stable 
of artists including Lucian Freud. It was I> 
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<1 while Taylor was working in Jacobson’s New 
York outpost that he sold his first artwork, 
a Howard Hodgkin print called Tropic Fruit. 
‘It’s probably worth as much now as it was 
then, which is $1,250.’ 

‘One of the first memories I have is going 
to Bernard’s house for a dinner to celebrate a 
Lucian Freud show. I was really green,’ he gives 
a self-deprecating snort. ‘I met Lucian a few 
times — I always liked him. You never really 
knew where you stood in his company. He 
had an extraordinary mind which could go off 
in a particular direction and assume that you 
were going with him. And if he suddenly 
realised you weren’t, he would kind of crook 
his head and look at you with those piercing 
eyes and you would feel about an inch tall.’ 

In the late Eighties, Taylor moved to 
Waddington Custot Galleries and found 
himself mixing with a younger crowd. 

‘I remember Anthony d’Offay [a famous 
London dealer] invited me to a Gilbert & 
George dinner. It was somewhere in Soho and 
Gilbert & George went completely wild. I’d 
never seen anything like it. I’d led such a 
sheltered life.’ 

Even more eye-opening was a performance 
by Leigh Bowery and Michael Clark called 
‘Heterospective’, which he and Helen 
attended at the d’Offay Gallery in 1988. Was 
it one of Bowery’s famous shitting and 
vomiting performances? ‘Fucking and 
ejaculation is what I remember,’ laughs Tim, 
the words sounding curiously naughty coming 
out of his - almost royal - mouth. ‘It was 
extraordinary. Absolutely extraordinary. I 
think it got shut down after about three days.’ 

By the time the YBAs — Damien Hirst, 
Tracey Emin and co — took off in the mid- 
Nineties, Tim had settled down in the West 
End (he opened his own gallery in 1996) 
with older artists and initially he didn’t 
represent any of them. ‘It was partly because I 
was married by then, I had a kid, and I didn’t 


understand their lifestyle,’ he says. ‘They were 
all playing together, shagging each other, 
drinking together. I went to their parties, but I 
was always dressed in a suit. So they thought 
I was a bit of a tit.’ He laughs at this picture 
of himself as the straight man in a world of 
unbridled hedonism. But, as it turned out, 
he was ahead of the curve, and by the 
mid-Noughties the whole contemporary 
scene was swinging back to the West End 
and Taylor had added a bona-fide YBA - 
Fiona Rae, a Goldsmiths graduate of the 
Damien Hirst generation - to his stable. ‘It 
was only when I found my own audience,

people my own age, that the gallery really 
started to make sense.’ 

His road to success hasn’t been without its 
bumpy patches. In 1998, he was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin’s disease and went through a 
year of treatment, including chemotherapy, 
before he was declared free of it. ‘That was a 
pretty profound moment,’ he says, his face 
clouding. ‘And my work kept me going. I used 
to go and have treatments and come back to 
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my desk. To be completely honest, I had to go 
into the gallery because I had to make the 
bloody thing pay for itself’ This final 
comment provokes the only sour note in our 
conversation when I say that most people 
probably imagine he has other sources of 
income, given his wife’s royal ancestry. 

‘People think I don’t need to do this,’ he says, 
sounding genuinely irritated. ‘But I’ve worked 
in the art world every single day since I was 
19. You can’t play at this. This isn’t a hobby. 

I work on Saturdays too, much to my family’s 
annoyance, because the gallery is open.’ 

So he has no private income, just as he has 
no title - that belongs to Helen alone - but do 
any members of the Royal Family take an 
interest in his work? ‘Sometimes they’ve read 
about shows we’ve done and they ask about 
them.’ Do any of them buy contemporary art 
for their homes? ‘They might do, but if they 
are they aren’t getting it through me.’ He can’t 
help smiling now, probably at the thought of a 
£3m Guston on the wall of his in-laws’ sitting 
room at Kensington Palace. 

The mood is lighter again, so we talk about 
some of the parties he has thrown. When he 
opened his previous space in Dering Street in 
2003, he served Timothy Taylor’s Yorkshire 
bitter. ‘When Hugh Grant was asked what he 
was doing there, he said he’d come for the 
beer,’ says Taylor, sighing. More recently he 
has hosted opening-night dinners at his house, 
including a barbecue to which Sir Mick Jagger 
turned up. ‘He came to a party that we gave 
for Alex Katz [another major American artist 
represented by Taylor]. It was a particularly 
lovely evening, and soon after a postcard 
arrived saying, “Thanks very much for a great 
evening — Mick.” And I thought, “My God, 
that’s so charming, he can come anytime.’ 

As he lets me out of the gallery, he tells me 
the story of where his sign has gone. ‘I did 
have a very big sign,’ he explains. ‘It was seven 
metres long, but the planners objected to it, 
so I had to take it down. Before that, though, 

I kept seeing people taking photos of it. One 
evening I went up to this guy and I said, 

“Why do you find that sign so interesting?” 
And he said, “It’s amazing isn’t it?” So I said, 
“Yes, it is amazing.’” He mimes being pleased 
with himself ‘And then he said, “It’s so big. 
And what’s more it’s the name of my best 
friend and he’s going to love this photo!”’ Tim 
snorts with laughter. Another joke at his own 
expense. He really is good fun. Pay a visit to 
his gallery; invite him to your party. I think he 
might surprise you. □

Oh, getting sent down 
used to be such fun. Jemima Sissons celebrates some outrageous mischief-makers 


N obody gets expelled from 
school any more. Not 
really. They are asked to 
leave’ or quietly disappear, 
because schools are much 
more PR-sawy these 

days. They know it doesn’t look good to give a 
child the boot, because the awful truth is that 
it glamorises bad behaviour. Whisper it - for 
the true rebel, being expelled was a badge of 
honour, proof that you were too cool for school. 

But are the days of expulsion over because 
children just aren’t as naughty? Not so 
mad, bad and creative in their wickedness? 
Like the earl who got chucked out of Eton 
for flying a private plane from White 
Waltham Airfield to Le Touquet during 
a noon-to-6pm absence in order to go 
gambling and sand sailing. 

‘Kids just don’t do naughty like they used 
to,’ says one housemaster. ‘There is far more 
pressure nowadays, as it is so much harder to 
get into university. I have yet to come across 
any high jinks like there were in my day’ 


Perhaps it’s because there’s less to fight 
against. Public schools are civilised, humane 
places now, not war zones where pupils and 
housemasters are pitted against one another 
in an unending war of attrition. Gone are the 
days when Ma and Pa would deposit you at 
the school gate and not expect to hear a peep 
for three months. Today it’s all about ‘process’ 
and working with parents to make sure little 
Johnny gets the best out of his education. 

So as we wave goodbye to the bad old days 
of crime and punishment, Tatler hears about 
some of the worst excesses to have rocked our 
schools. We record them here, naming no 
names, purely for history’s sake. And definitely 
NOT to give anyone any ideas. Just in case, 
dear reader, you happen to still be at school... 

NO SEX PLEASE, 
WE’RE BOARDERS 

For one sportsman, it was setting up a hidden 
camera in a cupboard and secretly filming 
his friend having sex that got him the boot. 
Another lad, at school in the Nineties, was 


sent to sleep at his housemaster’s quarters as 
a punishment. He embraced the idea of 
hospitality rather too literally and ended up 
shagging the housemaster’s wife. He’s not 
alone, however. One media figure who was 
thrown out of a Somerset school in the early 
Eighties tells Tatler. ‘I was best friends with 
the son of a foreign dignitary and shared a 
room with him.

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<1 down well. I don’t think it helped that I also happened 
to be naked.’ 

ALL BETS ARE OEE 

Some just fancy a gamble - like the City magnate who 
was expelled from a major public school in the Fifties 
for losing his entire year’s school fees at blackjack on the 
first day of term (in those days, you gave the money 
directly to the housemaster). 

TWO CUNNING STUNTS 

One young Lady at Cranborne Chase in the Sixties rang 
the fire alarm when the Eton Corps raided the school 
after dark, so all the girls had to carry out the fire drill in 
their nighties. She was expelled. ‘I remember her father 
telling my mother the story and thinking it was just the 
school for me,’ says a pupil who went there shortly after. 
And at Downe House in the Seventies, one disobedient 
gang organised a Tarzan-o-gram to swing onto stage 
during Leavers’ Day as the headmistress. Miss Farr, was 
making her speech. Just as she was getting to the bit 
about the rigour the school instils in its pupils, she was 
ambushed by a hunk in a loincloth who declared: ‘Me 
Tarzan, you Miss Farr.’ The group of giggling girls was 
swiftly thrown out. 

STRIKING A CHORD 

A certain West Country public school was a hive of 
spirited activity in the Nineties. One boy was expelled for 
rewiring the chapel organ so that all the notes played 
discordantly for the gala carol concert. Another resourceful 
chap made a miniature cannon and cannonball during 
late-night sessions in the DT room. During an RE 
class, he fired a ball bearing with such force that it 
penetrated through the wall into the next room. ‘It was 
only because all the pupils’ heads were down at the 
time that nobody was killed,’ he says. ‘But it could have

He was apprehended 
as he walked back to the house and put in the 
infirmary while a teacher was sent to check his room. 
The teacher found enough explosives to blow up the 
entire school.’

A pupil at a West Country public school did manage to 
go out with a bang. One day, while he was high on acid, 
he decided to microwave a poo just as the prospective 
new boys were being shown around. It exploded

and the whole house had to be evacuated. He was sent 
straight to the headmaster’s office and given his marching 
orders. Since these were the days of acid trance, he was 
sporting flamboyant patchwork flares. As a parting shot, 
the headmaster asked him to kindly remove his 
ridiculous trousers. He obliged. Not one for underpants, 
he proceeded to walk across court with his manhood on 
show, much to the amusement of the Year 9 girls who 
were queuing outside the dining hall. Another boy at the 
same school got thrown out for drawing a huge penis in 
weedkiller on a playing field the day before Prize Day. 

EXCESS AEE AREAS 

For one fast fortysomething, it was a love of cars 
that led to his downfall. ‘It was Stowe, the summer 
of O-Ievels, and I was 15,’ he says. ‘One of the 
chaps in my gang had acquired the spare keys to the 
housemaster’s pale-blue Ford Fiesta. For a while, we 
were taking the car out till about 3am, wired on Pro 
Plus. We would drive to Oxford and siphon petrol 
from other cars, like we’d seen it done in The Dukes of 
Elazzard. Unfortunately, the housemaster saw that his 
odometer had changed. They knew the car was being 
taken out, so they set up a roadblock and we were 
busted. We ended up having to take our O-levels at 
Magdalen College School, sitting on the stage with our 
backs to everyone else.’ After he managed to scrape 
into St Edward’s, his rebellious side got the better of 
him again. ‘At Teddies, I fell in with a very bad crowd. 

I might have borrowed a moped that wasn’t mine and 
then crashed it. It got back to the headmaster and 
he let me off - just. However, a week later I was caught 
chopping a line of speed in the dormitory, which was 
the final straw.’ He has spent the past 12 years working 
very high up in the motor industry. 

REPEAT OEEENDERS 

Sometimes lightning does indeed strike twice. One chap 
in his 40s, now working in the events industry, managed 
two expulsions: ‘The first was from St Paul’s. In art 
class one day we were all given a theme. It was the 
elements - earth, wind or fire. I was given fire and we 
were asked to be “interpretive”. I am not the arty type, 
so it took me a while to come up with anything. Then 
I had my eureka moment and set the art department 
on fire. If that wasn’t interpretive, I don’t know what 
is. I was then sent to another top London day school, 
where one of the maths masters had somewhat 
wandering hands. One day anger got the better of me 
and I got my compasses and stabbed them into his 
thigh. I hit an artery’ 

DYNASTIC SUCCESSION 

And then there’s the East Anglian clan that has managed 
three generations of expulsions. The grandfather 
was kicked out of one public school for bringing in a cow 
when asked to bring milk in for tuck. The mother was 
expelled for ‘boys’, and the daughter was kicked out of 
a Sussex girls’ school for sneaking a boy into a dance before 
being grassed on by a fellow pupil. Her younger brother 
was then expelled from Stowe for going AWOL for three 
days to pursue an affair with the family groom. □ 
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R akish and handsome, 
with a tan that 
comes from recent 
trips to LA and to 
Positano for Natalie Massenet’s 
50th-birthday parry, the Oscar- 
winning documentary-maker 
John Battsek isn’t short of fans, 
particularly female ones. But he 
has never married, and his closest 
companion, at present, is his dog 
Alfie. ‘A friend of mine told me 
I needed to have a meaningful 
relationship with someone, so 
they gave him to me,’ he says. 

Alfie is a three-year-old ginger 
lurcher, and his dog bed lies 
underneath a red and white sign 
in Battsek’s office that says, ‘DO 
NOT LEAVE CAR’, ‘SOUND 
HORN’, ‘ATTACK GUARD 
DOG ON PROPERTY’. 

This doesn’t refer to the dozing 
lurcher - it’s from Battsek’s latest 
project, a documentary about 
Marlon Brando (out in October), 
a replica of the sign that used 
to warn visitors at Brando’s 
Hollywood Hills house. It was 
there, largely, that Brando spent 
over 200 hours recording 
himself speaking on multiple 
subjects, from acting and 
specific film projects to 
rambling attempts at self- 
hypnosis. ‘Listen to me, 

Marlon,’ instructs the famous 
voice on one tape - thus the 
documentary’s title. 

Battsek has produced dozens 
of big-hitting documentaries, 
but this one got started with suitable 
Hollywood panache in the Soho House 
outpost on Sunset Boulevard, when Battsek 
was talking to the American filmmaker 
RJ Cutler, who directed The September Issue. 

It turned out that Cutler had a contact at the 
Brando estate, which owned all these unheard 
tapes. Battsek duly talked to Stevan Riley, a 
director with whom he’d worked before, and 
Riley set to work with the recordings and 
home footage, splicing it with existing footage 
and film reels. It was selected for this year’s 
Sundance Film Festival and has been called 
‘remarkable’ and ‘revelatory’ by critics who 
were initially sceptical that there was anything 
left to learn about the subject. 

It’s a rare film in that it’s told entirely from 
the point of view of its dead protagonist. 

‘There are no talking heads - 1 didn’t want to 
interview Jack Nicholson, Sean Penn or 
Johnny Depp, because it would be hard for

them to say anything that would surprise 
you,’ says Battsek. Instead, he’s produced 
a documentary that is wholly surprising and 
almost painfully intimate: there is Brando 
discussing his abysmal relationship with his 
father; Brando talking about his love for 
Tahiti; Brando admitting he failed as a father; 
plus plenty of footage devoted to his energetic 
love life. ‘Past a certain point, the penis has 
its own agenda,’ he growls. 

‘There is much about him I do U t 
admire,’ says Battsek. ‘Not least his 
brutal honesty and the fact that 
he was clearly always a seeker, 
never happy to make do 
with anything. But I don’t 
admire him for his tragic 
failings and, I guess, 
a certain selfishness.’ 

Battsek himself is a social 
chameleon, straddling

London’s social and creative 
scenes: one night he’ll be 
photographed chatting to 
Bella Freud or Sir Mick Jagger 
at a party, the next he might be 
spotted next to Jemima Khan, 
whom he dated for a year and 
a half ‘He is nothing less 
than a legend of documentary 
filmmaking — with the best eye 
in the business. I love him and 
every film he has made,’ says 
Jemima’s brother Ben, who 
introduced the pair when he and 
Battsek were working on the 
2010 cricket documentary. Fire 
in Babylon. ‘He’s also always up 
for a game of cricket,’ adds 
Ben Elliot, another executive 
producer on that film. 

It wasn’t always going to be 
documentaries. Battsek’s dad was 
a travel agent but also a movie 
buff, so he and his two siblings 
watched ‘everything’ when 
they were growing up in north 
London. But Battsek dropped 
out of Oxford Brookes to go 
into film marketing, publicising 
the likes of Cinema Paradiso and 
The Cook, The Thief, His Wife 
and Her Lover. After a decade 
he was bored and wanted to 
produce himself In a funk one 
afternoon in 1996, Battsek 
watched the Muhammad Ali 
documentary. When We Were 
Kings. ‘And that was it,’ he says. 
‘That’s when I decided this was 
the kind of film I want to make.’ 
His first documentary, One 
Day in September, examined the 1972 Munich 
Olympics, when 1 1 Israeli athletes were killed 
- it won an Oscar for best documentary 
feature. Passion Pictures, the company that 
Battsek joined in 1997 to head up their feature 
film, drama and documentary department, 
has had dozens of other success stories since. 
They include Searchingfor Sugar Man, the 
2012 hit about the ‘lost’ singer Srxto Rodriguez, 
and the disturbing The Imposter, about a 
missing teenager, also released in 2012. 

Not that he’s one for droning 
on about his fancy CV. ‘I wince 
whenever film people talk about 
how proud they are of the films 
they make or have made,’ he says. 

But what is the secret of 
his brilliance? 

‘My brilliance?’ He laughs as 
if he doesn’t believe it. ‘Maybe 
I’m just really lucky’ □

To these 
you could add the following 
descriptions: ciggie-sucking, ace 
gossip, snortingly rude, a 
floppy-fringed Tory centrist with 
a counterintuitive fondness 
for Hillary Clinton. He 
is so besotted with 
the former US First 
Lady that he even 
has a picture of 
her on the dial of 
his wristwatch. 

He was plain ‘Mr 
Burns’ (a bit 
Simpsons, really) 
until this year’s 

Birthday Honours List, when he was given 
a knighthood for ‘parliamentary and political 
service’. That was probably a euphemism for 
‘consistently and heroically taking the mickey 
out of Speaker John Bercow’. David Cameron 
thinks Bercow is a frightful twerp and he 
loved the way Burns gave Bercow the bum’s 
rush - indeed. Sir Simon once called the 
speaker, to his face in the Commons chamber, 
a ‘stupid sanctimonious dwarf’. The dwarf 
lobby was furious; so would you be if you were 
compared to Bercow. 

Born in Nottingham in 1952, Burns spent 
much of his boyhood in Ghana and, later, in 
Trucial Oman (now the United Arab Emirates), 
where his Army-officer father was serving. The 
Burns family had a record of public service. 

One of Simon’s uncles was commissioner of 
police in Khartoum in the Fifties and was 
murdered in a riot. His father’s military career 
included a stint making sure Nazi war criminals 
at Berlin’s Spandau Prison did not leg it over 
the fences. 

Simon’s first political memory was the Cuban 
Missile Crisis in the early Sixties - and that 
sparked an interest in US presidential politics, 
particularly the Democratic party and the 
Kennedys. A couple of years ago he was 
introduced to Hillary Clinton by William Hague 
at a party. Hague showed Hillary Burns’s watch 


and she was so amused she let out a shriek. 
Her security detail thought she was 
being assassinated and a Secret 
Service bodyguard leapt into 
the fray, glowering at Burns and 
saying, ‘What the hell’s he done 
; to her?’ 

At Oxford, where his 
contemporaries included 
Ann Widdecombe and 
Tony Blair, the young 
Simon Burns ran the 
university’s Conservative 
Association. Holiday jobs 
included washing up at 
Exeter Airport and 
working as a lifeguard 
in Sidmouth, where, 
in 1974, he saw Jeremy 
Thorpe’s hovercraft being 
destroyed by the waves as it tried to land on 
the beach. 

He became a bag carrier for battleaxe Tory 
MP Sally Oppenheim and did a stint in 
magazines before working for the Institute of 
Directors. He made it to the Commons in 1 987, 
succeeding fruity old Norman St John Stevas. 
Even Harriet Harman has admitted she was 
wowed by Burns’s ‘Robert Redford’ looks. ‘He 
was a real head-turner,’ she has recalled 
(though she adds, cruelly, that he now looks ‘a 
bit more like Jeremy Clarkson’). 

In 2010, David Cameron, who has a sense 
of mischief, made tobacco addict Burns a 
health minister. He used to turn up for hospital 
visits in a ministerial limousine from whose 
open back window clouds of smoke were 
pouring, as though the whole car was on fire. 

His chief function, now that he has returned 
to the back benches, is subtly to encourage 
barracking of Bercow when the speaker (as 
happens) steps out of line. He also acts as 
unofficial eyes and ears for Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin, an old mate. And, along 
with his obsession with Mrs Clinton, there’s one 
other thing: despite his warhorse manner, his 
fag habit and his theatrical truculence, he shows 
that Tories can be philosophically moderate 
and decently wanting to help the less well-off.

You are feeling anything but sleepy with this months 
hypnotic round-up. By Sebastian Shakespeare 

OVERPOWERED! THE SCIENCE AND SHOWBIZ OF HYPNOSIS 
BY CHRISTOPHER GREEN (British Library, £14.99) 

Hypnotism has for too long been associated with charlatans in 
Crimplene suits. This book is a spellbinding attempt to rescue the 
practice from what its author calls its ‘low-rent, disreputable image’ and 
restore it to a more elevated stage. Green chronicles its history, from 
Franz Anton Mesmer in the 18 th century to modern-day practitioners 
like Paul McKenna and Derren Brown. Almost as hypnotic as the old 
stars’ superpowers were their exotic names - Xenophon LaMotte Sage, 
anyone? - and, of course, their extraordinary moustaches, which were 
also favoured by their female accomplices. Was it those whiskers that 
first seduced and then bewitched the public? 

The science and showbiz aspects of hypnotism started off together 
but then irrevocably split into therapy and stagecraft - and, as you 
would expect from Britain’s first singing hypnotist, the author knows 
all the tricks of the trade. The tone is chatty and jokey, if at times 
erring on the side of flippant. But overall the book is an entertaining 
corrective, brilliantly illustrated with a wealth of archive photographs 
and illustrations. Green also offers invaluable tips on self-hypnosis. 

Although it’s easier than you think, hypnotism has always been much 
misunderstood. It is, says Green, not something you do to someone else, 
but an unconsciously self-willed change in the perspective of the one 
being hypnotised. In other words, it’s not about being overpowered but 
about overpowering your fears and emotions. One, two, three: wake up!

Neveradhal moment in a reimagined Indian classic. By Jeremy Wayne 



C hutney Mary, the World’s End Indian 
restaurant that opened 25 years ago 
and promised ‘No more brown food on 
the plate’ has closed - but a new and 
slightly less formal restaurant, Masala Grill, from 
the same owners, has opened on the same site. 

And very good Masala Grill is too, with its pani 
puri parcels and Malabar prawn curry. If you 
haven’t already been, check it out pronto. 

Meanwhile, over in St James’s, 
which, despite its slightly stuffy 
image, has recently seen a surge in 
trendy restaurants (see sidebar), the 
new Ghutney Mary is going full tilt. 

The tantalising smells of duck 
jardaloo and Goan chicken curry 
must be driving the guardsmen at 
nearby St James’s Palace crazy. 

You enter through a very 
glamorous bar that is almost as big 
as the dining room itself 
and which you rather 
want to be the dining 
room itself - though 
you can eat a light 
lunch and dinner here, 
as well as breakfast. 

Next, you check in at 
the host stand, where 
some well-meaning 


but easily flustered young ladies will eventually 
find your booking and direct you down the stairs 
and into the melee, which is where the fun starts. 
I’ve never been sure exactly what ‘old home week’ 
is, but I sense it when I see it - and I’m seeing it at 
Chutney Mary all right. 

Everyone’s here and everyone knows one another 
- there’s lots of convivial table-hopping. David 
Cameron, Mila Kunis and the York princesses 
have been spotted enjoying goat 
biryani - CM’s signature dish - 
and a clutch of Indian diplomats, 
including High Commissioner 
Ranjan Mathai, have made the 
new Chutney Mary their base. 

As for the food, there’s lots to 
enjoy, with Cornish crab, butter 
chicken and kid gosht biryani 
(delicious) among the standouts. 
There is also, despite Chutney 
Mary’s best efforts, a sense of 
reinventing the wheel, by which 
I mean new dishes for their own sake, some of 
which lack cohesion. By and large, though, the 
cooking is sound and often genuinely exciting. 

My only niggle with Chutney Mary is that, at 
these prices, I want yards of expensive linen, by 
which I mean a tablecloth. Because naked chefs 
are one thing but naked tables are quite another.

on the phone from her Brooklyn backyard, 
where she has been doing a spot of gardening.

starring her and written and directed by him. 
This was a part she didn’t have to fight for:

Their different backgrounds (he grew up 
in Harlesden, north-west London, then 
studied at Drama Centre London; she attended 
Saint Ann’s School in Brooklyn Heights, then 
Yale and Stanford) are the cause of joyful 
misunderstandings.

Connelly is 44 now, and she occupies that 
special place in our hearts reserved for those 
we have seen grow up on screen. Aged 1 1 , 
she appeared in Sergio Leone’s Once Upon a 
Time in America, playing the young version of 
Elizabeth McGovern’s character, Deborah. 
(The internet’s insistence that her first role was 
opposite Derek Jacobi in Tales of the Unexpected 
is, sadly, ‘misinformation’, 
she tells me. ‘I was not 
connected with that 
project.’) In her early teens 
she was cast in Labyrinth 
— adorably innocent, 
running around in a puffy 
Eighties ballgown after 
David Bowie, whom 
she had ‘never really 
heard of’.

whole summer last year. It was, y’know, one 
of those idyllic houses with a gated garden that 
the kids could run around in, with a climbing 
structure and a Wendy house.’

IT’S LIKE A 
DISEASE. 

IT S A KIND OE 
MADNESS 


What Qataris want, Qataris get... the Shard, World Cups, department stores, 
you name it. But this Qatari wants beautiful, civilised things — exquisite 
jewels, old masters, rare antiques — and he has amassed a collection at 
his mini- Versailles on Park Lane so sophisticated that it has even dazzled his 
friend the Queen. Sophia Money-Coutts checks out Sheikh Hamad bin 

Abdullah Al- Thants crown jewels 


am standing in an Sift picture gallery, surrounded 
by Holbein paintings of Henry VIII and Venetian 
Canalettos, and I am a bit puzzled. The room is 
excessively beautiful, with red-damask walls, French 
chairs neatly placed on the highly polished wooden 
floor and Guerlain candles flickering on various 
marble side tables. But there’s an electric-green billiard 
table in the middle of the gallery, racked up with a 
set of balls, and it doesn’t have any pockets. Not one. 
So how on earth are you supposed to play? 

A solid-gold clock ticks on another marble cupboard; 
air-conditioning purrs overhead. ‘The Sheikh doesn’t 
like the heat,’ explains an assistant. And then classical music starts 
being piped into the room through several speakers. Strauss, mutters 
the photographer. 

Five minutes later. Sheikh Hamad bin Abdullah Al-Thani bounds 
into the gallery in a smart dark suit and tie and shiny lace-up shoes. 
‘Hello, hello, so sorry, so sorry,’ he says, shaking hands and beaming 
at us from behind a neat moustache. 

‘Not at all,’ I say. ‘Can I just ask about your billiard table?’ 

‘Of course!’ 

‘Why aren’t there any pockets?’ 

The Sheikh roars with laughter as if this is the best joke he’s ever 


heard. ‘It’s from the chateau in, what is that film? Ah yes. The Man 
in the Iron Mask. It is a different game. I do not know how to play it, 
actually. I need to have lessons.’ 

‘You could play Freda on it instead?’ 1 suggest before I can stop 
myself, and so subsequently stand for several minutes explaining the 
finer points of a drunken after-dinner game traditionally played by 
Sloanes. First, you block the pockets of a pool table with loo rolls, I tell 
the Sheikh, then you run around the table in teams, shrieking at one 
another to keep the white ball moving by rolling another ball at it with 
your hands. 

‘We should play that!’ says Sheikh Hamad. 

He’s just 33 and certainly a good sport. He is also a generous host, 
offering us his cigarettes. ‘Please, please, smoke inside,’ he says, fumes 
curling about the Holbeins. 

Once the portraits are done, I am led through another corridor, past 
a painting of a plump, jolly woman that looks suspiciously like a 
Gainsborough, and into another sumptuous drawing room, the carpet 
so thick you could trampoline on it. It’s like a modern-day Versailles, 
this 44,000-square-foot, 17-bedroom Park Lane house that Sheikh 
Hamad’s family bought for £37m in 2006. He has spent seven years 
and a reported £100m doing it up, transforming Dudley House from 
a fusty property office leased by the Grosvenor Estate. The Queen, 
who has visited for dinner parties, remarked that it now makes O

<1 Buckingham Palace look ‘rather dull’ by comparison. But we aren’t 
meeting to discuss the extraordinary house, where the staff supposedly 
change into white tie at 6pm every day. Nor are we meeting to 
discuss the World Cup, FIFA bribes or human-rights issues in Qatar. 
Sheikh Hamad is a cousin of the current ruler of Qatar, so he is removed 
from all that. Instead, we are meeting to talk about his jewellery 
collection of around 250 pieces, one of the pre-eminent collections in 
the world, which will be exhibited at the Victoria & Albert Museum 
from next month. 

‘I will tell you the truth - they are my babies. I love them like you 
cannot imagine,’ says Sheikh Hamad. ‘I even want to take them to 
my grave.’ 

‘Would you like something to drink?’ he adds. 

There follows the ceremony of the tea. A different 
member of staff comes in with a tray, another one — 
wearing white gloves - places cups down in front of us: 
fresh mint for me, Earl Grey for the Sheikh. The tea 
is poured, another member of staff (or maybe the same 
one, I am now dizzy with staff) offers me sugar cubes 
from a little silver bowl. There are further silver bowls 
of almonds and shelled pistachios on the table. In the 
corner, another gold clock chimes. 

‘That’s a pretty clock,’ I say, making conversation 
while the ceremony of the tea continues around us. 

‘Please, please, go and have a look. The clock spits 
pearls!’ says the Sheikh. 

It’s true: on each of the four corners is a small dragon, and on the 
hour they all ‘spit’ real pearls from their mouths, which then run back 
into the clock again. 

‘I am very attached to pearls,’ says Sheikh Hamad. ‘My father is a 
collector of pearls, my grandfather is a collector of pearls. Our family 
were merchants of pearls, and our country lived on pearls for ages.’ 

This was in the days when the Al-Thani family were establishing 
themselves as the rulers of Qatar, thanks largely to a treaty signed with 
the British in 1868. The Sunni family has remained in charge of Qatar 
ever since, and is much richer since the discovery of Qatari oil in 1939. 
But although his father, the previous Emir’s brother, was once prime 
minister of Qatar, Sheikh Hamad himself has no political ambitions. 

Instead, his day job is running his family investment 
vehicle, QIPCO, which is worth an estimated £3bn. 

His passion, however, is beautiful objects: ‘It is like 
a disease, a kind of madness.’ The madness started 
when he was a boy, living between Qatar and France - 
the family had a chateau outside Paris to which they 
decamped for long holidays, visiting other grand chateaux. 
‘I have had an aesthetic eye all my life, since I was going 
to museums and Renaissance castles,’ he says. He talks 
of running through the Louvre aged seven, fascinated 
by all that he saw. 

‘I am not mad about paintings,’ adds the man with the 
Van Dycks and Tiepolos on his walls. ‘But I always liked 
three-dimensional pieces. I like something you can hold 
- whether it is a piece of antiquity or a Renaissance piece.’ 

Most specifically, the Sheikh loves his jewellery, and 
in particular Indian jewels dating from the 16th century 
onwards - one of three great jewellery periods; the 
others, he says, are Achaemenid Persia around 400BC 
and the art-deco period. But he only started his private 
collection in 2009, having visited an exhibition at the 
y&cA called Maharajah: The Splendour of India’s Royal 
Courts, which featured hundreds of glittering pieces that 
previously belonged to India’s old royalty. Together with

the architect of that exhibition, Dr Amin Jaffer (now Christie s 
international director of Asian Art), the Sheikh set out across the 
globe in search of the finest pieces of Indian jewellery he could 
unearth and buy - not an easy task when there isn’t much jewellery 
left in India itself, having been flogged by the relevant families long 
ago and anything that is left subject to strict laws dictating that pieces 
cannot leave the country. 

‘I have visited India twice in my life. Only twice and I have seen 
nothing. I was so disappointed.’

He has managed to amass hundreds of significant pieces anyway, 
from early 17th-century Mughal to more modern, Indian-influenced 
creations by the likes of Cartier and JAR. ‘If I hear of collectors, I go 
and ask, I knock on the door. Literally!’ he says. Among the pieces are 
ceremonial swords studded with rubies, emerald turban ornaments, 
diamond anklets, jade anklets for falcons, pearl pendants and emerald- 
and-pearl nose rings. 

‘Sapphires are my favourite stones,’ he says. ‘[But] it was not the case 
for the Mughals. They used to think they were very inauspicious. They 
would put sapphires under their beds for three days, and if they had 
bad dreams - which most of them had - they wouldn’t wear sapphires.’ 

The forthcoming exhibition comes after the collection was shown 
at New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art last autumn, and there are 
plans - potentially - for it to travel on afterwards. ‘The kids can go 
away for a bit, but they have to come back in one piece,’ the Sheikh 
chuckles. His devotion to the collection is sweetly childlike, the sort 
of Gatsby-esque obsession, perhaps, that one can develop in a life 
cosseted by vast fortune. 

In the race to create the world’s most impressive jewellery box he has 
just one rival, a fellow sheikh — Sheikh Nasser, the nephew of the Emir 
of Kuwait. ‘He has the only other collection that can be recognised. 

But we are friends, we chat about it all the time.’ 

When he isn’t worrying about his jewels. Sheikh Hamad can often 
be spied at the racetrack, smiling in a box beside the Queen. Together 
with two of his younger brothers. Sheikh Suhaim and Sheikh Fahad, 
he has formed Qatar Racing, the British flat-racing scene’s newest 
superpower, injecting vast sums of money into breeding and training 
winning horses. 

Last year, they signed the biggest ever sponsorship deal in the history 
of British racing, giving them branding rights over various courses 
and race meetings, including Royal Ascot, until 2024. His Qatari 
cousins, meanwhile, have signed a 10-year-deal with Goodwood. This 
month. Sheikh Hamad is throwing one of his famous dinner parties 
(often attended by royals. Lady Elizabeth Anson - who’s referred to 
as the Qataris’ ‘social fixer’ in London - and a number of aesthetically 
minded toffs, including Lord Rothschild and the Marquess of 
Cholmondeley), albeit at St James’s Palace, not Dudley House. It is 
to celebrate the QIPCO British Champions’ Day at Ascot, which, 
thanks to him, is also the richest race day in the British calendar, with 
more than £3m in prize money. 

Although the Sheikh is an intensely private man, you may see him 
having dinner at the Goring Hotel from time to time. Or wandering 
about the British Museum looking at its treasures. ‘They have one piece, 
if you could help me to have it, I would be most grateful. Look at 
it!’ Dr Jaffer, the Sheikh’s curator, holds out his iPhone to show 
me pictures of Sheikh Hamad wearing gloves and holding a golden

Mughal dagger covered with rubies and intricate animal carvings, 
gazing at it like a small boy. Alas, he can’t add it to his collection 
because the British Museum would never sell it. ‘But I just love to see 
it every time I go.’ 


He loves Britain for its sense of tradition - ‘I am a bit classical’ - and 


especially London. ‘Possibly because I opened my eyes here,’ he says; he 
was born at King’s College Hospital. ‘It was terrible, according to my 
mother, because a train went past every two minutes.’ He studied 
political science and international relations at Coventry University and 
now, as befits an Arab prince, shuttles between Dudley House, the 
French chateau and ‘three or four months’ in Doha, where his ex-wife, 
Sheikha Jawaher, lives with their seven-year-old son. Sheikh Khalifa. 
Otherwise, Sheikh Hamad passes his time reading, because he is 
something of an insomniac. ‘It is absolutely true. You will find piles 
of books in my bedroom,’ he says. 

On jewellery? 

‘No!’ he laughs. ‘On various subjects, although some jewellery. I read 
a lot about antiquities. I read a lot about the Renaissance.’ 

And to this list of hobbies - jewellery-buying, racing, reading - he 
should perhaps now also add Freda. □

It has the sexiest earls, the naughtiest 
parties, a whole commune of glorious 
Guinnesses and some very powerful 
ley lines — no wonder Wiltshire 
is England’s most happening county 
right now. Matthew Bell has a hall 
down the M-Phwoar... 


W hat is the opposite of wilting? Perking? Throbbing? 

Whatever it is, that’s what Wiltshire is doing right 
now. The county that broadband forgot, that 
had its last economic boom with the wool trade, 
is fizzing back to life - socially, at least. Was it 
Lord Mandelson who swung it? The former Labour minister has added 
a definite splash of glamour to the Vale of Pewsey since taking a house 
on Lady Rothschild’s estate at Stowell. But he is only the latest in a long 
line of power-brokers, tastemakers, bohemians and billionaires who 
have been quietly setting up homes in West Country Lite. 

To the passer-by, it still seems pretty sleepy, a little bit rough around 
the edges. It certainly doesn’t look like the scene of so many raucous 
parties and illicit love affairs, the place where the most gorgeous and 
powerful people in England come to play. But behind the five-bar gates, 
that’s whafs happening. It’s underground cool. Exhibit One: the 
Duchess of Cornwall. She may have Elighgrove and Clarence ITouse O

<] at her disposal, but where is she happiest? 
Chippenham. Because if you want a drink and 
a smoke and to laugh like a drain, you don’t 
want a palace - you want a farmhouse with 
a party barn off the M4, where you can relax 
without worrying about what the staff think. 

And there are plenty of like-minded people 
round here. Take Lady Alexandra Elletson, 
fun-loving sister of the Earl of Woolton and 
linchpin of the Vale of Pewsey. When she asks 
friends for dinner, she always offers them 
a room for the night in her sprawling rectory, 
even if they live in the next village. That’s 
because she never wants the party to end, and 
it rarely does. ‘I never seem to leave before 
four o’clock - and that could apply to the 
afternoon or morning,’ says Ludovic Lindsay, 
the documentarian and son of the late Patrick 
Lindsay, ex-chairman of Christie’s and former 
Spitfire pilot. Ludovic lives down the road at 


Clench Common (no, really). ‘The Elletsons 
are the most generous and full-on hosts.’ 

By that he means endless champagne and 
cocktails before dinner, and then it’s on to 
the party barn, nicknamed the ‘Elletson Arms’, 
where husband Philip makes knockout 
Sidecars behind an actual bar, while Alexandra 
gets out the fancy-dress box and the dancing 
goes on until dawn. Regular guests include 
Lord Brocket, Jemima Cadbury and Nicky 
Philipps, portrait painter to the royals. 

Not that it’s about naming names. ‘I love 
the lack of cliques,’ says Lindsay. ‘It’s social 
without a pecking order. My brother lives in 
the Cotswolds and will bump into Elizabeth 


Hurley at dinner. There’s little of that 
competitiveness between desperate hosts you 
become aware of elsewhere.’ 

Not so long ago, Oxfordshire was the thing, 
and Gloucestershire before that, what with 
their undulating vistas and handy London 
connections. But something has changed. 
Perhaps because of the Chipping Norton set 
and the tide of slick black Range Rovers, the 
Cotswolds doesn’t feel so rural any more. It is 
an annex of W1 1 , a weekend extension of 
Westbourne Grove. Part of the appeal of living 
in the actual country is that you can drive to 
the shops in your dressing gown. Nowadays, 
you can’t buy a brioche in Burford without 
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running into Elisabeth Murdoch or the Prime 
Minister - or both at once. So the fun crowd 
have looked elsewhere, to less postcard-perfect 
landscapes, where the village fete isn’t always 
opened by an A-lister. 

Wiltshire’s social scene encompasses a 
kaleidoscope of different and colourful people. 
Artists, writers, billionaires, toffs - all brought 
together by the wide-open spaces and the ley 
lines said to traverse the county. ‘You can go for 
years not seeing the same people at dinners,’ 
says Lindsay. ‘There seem to be a lot of different 
ages and types.’ Prominent among these 
are the posh hippies drawn by Stonehenge 
and Avebury. 

Chief among them 
is the DJ John Lycett 
Green. He pops up at 
all the best parties, 
but home will always 
be Wiltshire, where he 
lives in a boat on the 
Kennet and Avon Canal. His grandfather, 
the poet John Betjeman, loved to roam the 
downs as a pupil at Marlborough College, 
and his mother, the aristo-hippie Candida 
Lycett Green, moved here after spotting her 
dream home while riding across Britain. She 
and husband Rupert brought up their five 
children in idyllic splendour at the Manor 
Farm in Huish, trotting round the lanes in a 
pony and trap. They were chief among the 
smart bohemians, with friends including the

Prince of Wales and Ghristopher Gibbs, and 
all the most fashionable people would flock to 
their dreamy summer parties, held in striped 
tents among honey-coloured hay bales. Those 
days are gone - they sold up and moved away 
— but John is still here, and his sister Endellion 


lives in a thatched cottage in Alton Barnes and 
has a studio at Rainscombe. 

Then there are the hunting crowd, members 
of the Tedworth Hunt - a friendly, encouraging, 
low-key bunch who may not have the most 
challenging country but do have the best time. 
The Tedworth is one of the major social 
dynamos, with a packed calendar of balls, 
reeling parties and quizzes - not to mention 
actual hunting. Key figures here include the 
Guinness family, centred on Biddesden, the 


most beautiful house in the county. It was 
bought by Bryan Guinness and Diana Mitford 
in 1931, and remains the Guinness mothership. 
Guinness was a poet, playwright and friend of 
Evelyn Waugh’s - Vile Bodies was dedicated 
to him and Diana Mitford - and all the bright 
young things of the Thirties 
passed through Biddesden. 
A portrait of Waugh as a 
young man by Henry Lamb 
still hangs in the library. 

After Mitford left 
Guinness (they had two 
children together) for Sir 
Oswald Mosley, he remarried and had nine 
more children. That generation, after a bucolic 
childhood at Biddesden, all bought satellite 
dwellings, turning this pocket of Wiltshire 
into a Guinness commune, where everyone 
meets up on Sundays. Up to 30 people might 
sit down to lunch beneath Henry Lamb 
portraits of the older generation as children, the 
aged Bordeaux flowing freely. 

The Guinnesses give some of the best 
parties in the county, partly because they X>

<1 are generous hosts, but also because they 
welcome all types - writers, artists, thinkers. 
Notable recent jamborees include Rebecca 
Guinness’s marriage to Heron White, when 
all her parents’ generation assembled for a 
rare group portrait. At another wedding, so 
many friends and relatives were invited 
that they couldn’t find a church big enough, 
so they bought a derelict one and had it 
reconsecrated. Stylish. 

A large chunk of Wiltshire is Salisbury Plain, 
bang in the middle, and there’s a big military 
population. But don’t expect that to mean 
everyone is on best behaviour. Quite the reverse, 
in fact. Longleat, the home of the Marquess of 
Bath, with its notorious frescos of cavorting 
couples in the Kama Sutra room, was long 
the scene of some of England’s wildest parties, 
all presided over by the priapic Lord Bath. 

The anything goes’ mantra has hung thick 
in the air since the Thirties, when dandies like 
Stephen Tennant and Cecil Beaton lived in 
Wiltshire, scandalising staid county types with 
their cross-dressing antics. 

Tennant spent much of his life in bed, 
powdering his nose while - particularly as

he got older - antiques dealers circled his 
treasure-filled home, Wilsford Manor, like 
vultures. He loved to frequent local junk shops 
wearing tight pink shorts or a tablecloth 
as a skirt. But no one loved dressing up more 
than Beaton, who discovered Wiltshire as a 
guest of Tennant and later moved here. He 
was a regular visitor to Wilton, home to the 
earls of Pembroke, where he photographed 


cross-dressing house parties in the garden. He 
later lived nearby at Ashcombe, now home to 
Guy Ritchie. ‘Why are you so delightful in the 
countryside and yet so loathsome in London?’ 
he was once asked by Michael Pitt-Rivers. ‘We 
wouldn’t let him get away with it,’ answered 
Mary, the wife of the 16 th Earl of Pembroke. 
As Hugo Vickers, curator of an exhibition 
about Beaton at Wilton, observes: ‘In London, 
Beaton cut a particular image - to impress; in 
Wiltshire he was himself’

The same could be said of the county’s 
current incumbents, who greatly prize its 
unpretentious vibe. Take the Earl of 
Pembroke, just 37, charmingly handsome 
and, until 12 years ago, one of the most 
eligible bachelors in the land. He inherited 
Wilton and its 14,000 acres at 25, and had 
women chasing him all around the county, 
but took it in his stride. ‘If I could live 
anywhere in the world, it would have to be 
Wiltshire,’ he says over tea in his private 
garden, pristine lawns stretching off in every 


direction. ‘It’s pretty blissful. It’s not too — 
how do I phrase this without offending 
anyone? - not too Gloucestershire. It’s more 
agricultural, more authentic.’ As a bachelor, 
he used to give an annual pool party for 
his London pals, but is now married with 
three children. Though his first love is 
design - he once worked for Jasper Conran 
- and he prefers fast cars to hunting, 
he has immersed himself in the estate. As 
he points out, Wiltshire ‘gets its name 
from Wilton’, and one of his forefathers 


was friends with Shakespeare: ‘As You 
Like /r was first performed over there,’ he 
says, gesturing towards a folly in the distance. 
Didn’t he mind giving up London for all 
this? ‘It was daunting at first, but I love 
it now’ - though he does admit there was 
a ‘slight generational gap’ between him 
and his landowning neighbours. He now 
has plenty of friends in the area: the Earl 
and Countess of Shaftesbury (who have 
children the same age). Viscount and 
Viscountess Somerton at Somerley, Lord 
Margadale at Lonthill, and Guy and 
Frances Rasch at Heale House. 

Not famous names, perhaps, but 
important ones. Because, like everything 
else about Wiltshire, the power here is 
subtle, not obvious. You’ll find behind- 
the-scenes political figures and discreet 
billionaires. Like the Rothschilds (Nat 
Rothschild and his mother. Lady Rothschild); 
the Enthovens, South African billionaires 
who own Nando’s; Harry Hyams, the reclusive 
creator of Centre Point, at Ramsbury Manor; 
his neighbour Stefan Persson, who owns 
H&M; Robert Hiscox, the founder of 
Hiscox Insurance; and Tory donor Brian \>

Group. Or like Sir Henry and Lady Keswick - 
utterly discreet hut highly influential. He 
runs Jardine Matheson and employs about 
100,000 people; she is chancellor of the 
University of Buckingham and a former 
executive director of the Centre for Policy 
Studies, the think tank founded by Lady 
Thatcher and Sir Keith Joseph. 

Then there’s Jonathan Marland, aka Lord 
Marland of Odstock, a former trade envoy for 
David Cameron and an impressive businessman 
(he turned around Hunter wellingtons). In the 
downstairs loo of his home, Odstock Manor, 
just outside Salisbury, 
a large framed 
photograph greets the 
male user. It’s of the 
Queen and the Duke 
of Edinburgh at the 
Braemar Highland 
Games in 2003, with 

Tony and Cherie Blair and two other figures 
behind them — one of whom is Lord Marland. 
A caption reads: Are these the six most 
influential people in Britain?’ 

Lord Marland’s 50th-birthday party was 
cricket-themed and had David and Samantha 


Cameron and Michael and Sandra Howard 
present. When not travelling round the world. 
Lord Marland loves to entertain. His house 
is practically designed for it, with its bountiful

gardens and endless rooms, including a 
magnificent first-floor drawing room. ‘It’s 
very social here, especially during the shooting 
season,’ he says. Lord Marland came to 
Wiltshire in the Eighties, when he married 
Penelope Lamb, the daughter of a local farmer. 


They lived in a barn on her family farm until 
they were able to buy Odstock Manor. Since 
then. Lord Marland has made a lot of money - 
‘I didn’t like being a kept man’ - and it is now 
a dream home, complete 
with bespoke sundial and 
modernist man den in 
the garden. They have 
four grown-up children 
- Marcus, 29, Hugo, 27, 
Allegra, 21, and 
Domenica, 1 8 - all with 
flats in London. Allegra has just finished 
drama school and been signed by a top agent. 
‘Forget Sienna Miller,’ says Lord Marland. 
‘She’s going to be mega-huge.’ 

There are celebrities round here, but they 
just don’t dominate. They live here because

the house - laying out a magnificent two-acre 
garden, a series of ‘rooms’ complete with a 
swimming pool, tennis court, orchard, and 
kitchen garden, with a stream running 
through it all - and have now begun to take 
over the town. Their daughter Florence 
married John Chapman, a local antiques 
dealer, who runs Crowman Antiques out of 
a four-storey townhouse. Last year, they 
took over the lease of the Black Swan Hotel, 
furnishing it with antique furniture and 
cooking all the food themselves. Marco Pierre 
White is a friend and a fan of their work in 
championing good food and localism, and he 
even comes and cooks supper for them at 
home. ‘God knows why, but he loves popping 
in,’ says Vicky 

There are, of course, downsides to 
Wiltshire. Some towns are noticeably hideous 
- Melksham and Trowbridge are particularly 
to be avoided. But the young and fun are 
flocking here - from pyjama queen Olivia 
von Halle, who is renting the Chantry at Mere 
with her Old Etonian husband Hugo, to the 
Pilkington beauties Grace, Silvy and Eleanor, 
much in demand in London but ripping 
it up at their parents’ pad in Bulkington at the 
weekends. Wiltshire is on a high. Get in there 
before the comedown. □ 


they prize discretion, and they keep 
themselves to themselves. So there’s Michael 
McIntyre near Compton Bassett, and Sting 
and Trudie Styler getting tan trie near Andover. 
There are also taste-brokers like Natalie 
Massenet, founder of Net-a-Porter, who has 
a cottage near Warminster, 
and some creative types - 
the author Vikram Seth, 
screenwriter Jamie Curtis and 
his wife Fiona, and plenty of 
artists, like Will Topley and 
Giles Wood. 

And there’s Dominic West, 
heart-throb star of The Wire 
and The Affair. He and his 
wife, Catherine Fitzgerald, 
recently bought a disused 
brewery outside Chippenham, 
which they are in the 
process of converting into a 
home. ‘This is the scuzzy end 
of Wiltshire,’ says Renshaw Hiscox, an old 
friend of West’s from their Eton days, who 
has also just moved here. 

He and his wife, Sarah, have bought a mill 
in its own hidden 30-acre valley. ‘The Pewsey 
Vale lot look down on us here in West Wilts,’ 
he says. ‘It’s a bit rough, it’s not so smart.’ 
Renshaw runs his own architecture firm, 
Hiscox Parlade, and Sarah recently set up 


the Braid Bar, which now has a stand at 
Selfridges. They have been well known on the 
wilder edges of the London party scene since 
the Nineties. They bought the house for its 
land and are putting the finishing touches to a 
large party barn. There’s also a gorgeous 

garden, which is being restored 
by friend and fellow Wiltshire 
resident Lady Mallinson. Her 
husband. Sir James Mallinson, is 
a Sanskrit scholar, world expert 
on yoga and leading paraglider. 
He’s also another old friend of 
Dominic West’s (they were in 
the same house at Eton) and 
together they recently made a 
film, travelling to India with 
a camera crew for a ceremony 
in which Sir James was made 
a mahant, or commander, 
of the Hindu order to which 
he belongs. 

So it might soon become Dominic West 
Wilts, but earlier adopters include the 
Heaton-Renshaws, who live in a dreamy 
house in its own valley on the edge of 
Devizes. ‘When I first came here in the Eighties, 
I thought, “Oh my God!”’ recalls Vicky 
Heaton-Renshaw. ‘It wasn’t chichi back then. 
But very slowly, it is beginning to change.’ 
The Heaton-Renshaws restored and extended

You’re OK 



HOW REHAB 
BECAME 
BIG BUSINESS 

There used to be only one way to get elean, but now ex-junkies 
and entrepreneurs are getting in on the game, offering 
everything from wilderness therapy to ultra-luxurious one-on-one 
treatment at a priee. David Jenkins investigates 
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ILLUSTRATED BY ALEX POUPARD 


C osmo Duff Gordon is a tall, 
laidback Old Etonian who 
never had a job till I was 30’ 
— which was when the now 
47-year-old emerged from 
a failed attempt at rehab, 
gave up injecting speedballs 
(heroin and cocaine in one syringe) and got 
work as a telephonist, basically’ at a friend’s 
food-delivery firm. But he carried on smoking 
heroin — ‘my work enabled me to fund my 
addiction - until, in 2004, an uncle seduced 
him with the suggestion that he ‘pack my 
golf clubs and some suits’, go to South Africa 
and give rehab another shot. It worked. He 
spent ‘six or seven months’ at a well-thought- 
of facility called Kenilworth, got clean 
and became a counsellor at a treatment centre. 
Returning to England in 2010 with a wife. 
Mint, and two small children, Cosmo opened 
his own treatment centre, Start2Stop, 
described to me by one Mancunian ex-junkie 
as ‘the Eton of rehabs’. So, I asked Duff Gordon, 
who are your clients? 

‘They’re all dukes,’ he said, without missing 
a beat. ‘Or belted earls.’ Actually, he agrees, he 
does get a lot of Old Etonians - he advertised 
his clinic in the Old Etonian Association’s 
journal this year - and Old Harrovians. His 
clientele is mostly in west London - he’s based 
in a mews in South Kensington — and, when 
I met him, he had journalists, lawyers, a model, 
an office manager and other professionals on 
his books. 

He’s come to the field at an interesting time. 
Treatment, all agree, has become an ‘industry’; 
people speak not only of their ‘higher power’ 
but of ‘niche markets’ and of ‘propositions’. 

It’s no surprise: City traders who’ve had their 
own troubles with drugs have scented an 
opportunity and joined the burgeoning field 
of private clinics, doing well by doing good. 

Everyone knows Amy Winehouse said ‘no, 
no, no’ to rehab, but the whole notion of 
addiction has permeated society. Nowadays, 
it’s not just drink and drugs that rehabs treat, 
but also eating disorders, post-traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD) and even sex and love 
addiction - a trend made most famous by the 
clinics that populate California’s ‘Rehab 
Riviera. Meanwhile, state funding for the 
treatment of addicts and alcoholics is drying 
up. And the model that underpins almost all 
clinics — the hallowed Twelve Step programme 
of AA — is being criticised for failing, in the 
end, to work and is being topped up by new 
approaches like ‘trauma treatment’ or ‘eye 
movement desensitisation and reprocessing’ 
(EMDR). Professionals increasingly emphasise 
the need, after ‘primary’ residential rehab, for 
‘secondary’ and even ‘tertiary’ residential 
treatment before their clients make their way 


back into society. And the costs - well, the 
costs are not to be sneezed at, especially if 
you don’t have your firm’s health insurance to 
pay for it. 

But what sort of rehab to go for? The 
one I went to, back in 1987, was in a 
beautiful, run-down country house, based 
on confrontational group therapy and very 
austere - no books could be read, no TV 
watched, no sexual relationships entered into. 
It adhered rigidly to Twelve Step orthodoxy. 
What’s on offer now is very different. 

Duff Gordon, for instance, has two 
USPs to bring to the party. The first is a 
100-day-long outpatient programme (called 
Foundations) to which binge drinkers and 
druggies come in the evening for rigorous 
group therapy, lectures et al. He reckons that 
only about 1 5 per cent of addicts are ‘chronic’, 
people for whom ‘addiction is their lifestyle’, 
drinking vodka or smoking heroin for 
breakfast - they need residential rehab. 
Another 20 to 25 per cent or so are ‘top-up’ 
types, who tipple or snort through the day 
before tippling and snorting a great deal more 
at night, and yet still function. The rest are 
those with ‘impaired control - if you plan to 
go out to the pub tonight and have three to 
four pints and instead have six or seven, score 
some coke, go to a lapdancing bar, have sex 
with a hooker, get some sort of disease and 
give it to your wife, that’s impaired control.’ 
The 100-day programme suits them; they must 
enter clean (they’re tested) and the programme 
is rigorous, though Cosmo’s not surprised if 
there’s a ‘using episode’ in the first few weeks; 
but they can continue doing their jobs - lots 
of them are time-poor. Not always for the 
right reasons, though: he’s had clients ‘who’ve 
done assessments in August and want to 
come, but say, “I can’t do Saturdays because 
I’m shooting.’” 

His second USP is a 19-bed residential 
‘proposition’ for tertiary treatment: ie, post- 
primary residential treatment (‘starts with a 
detox, then group therapy, lectures and 
psychiatric and medical treatment’) and 
secondary (less rigorous, but keeping up the 
good work). It is, he says, the only one of 
its kind in London and ‘clients’ can ‘come 
and live here for probably six months, 
develop a support system in London, form 
friendships and go out to work if they want 
to, or volunteer. The outcomes are much 
better than if you go straight home after 28 
days, which is an incredibly hard thing to do.’ 

Twenty-eight days is the standard UK 
rehab stint. And, says Lowell Monkhouse, 
founder of the Kusnacht Practice in Zurich, 
which charges a cool 10,000 Swiss francs 
(£6,600) a day, ‘I call it the spin-dry. All the 
research shows it’s not enough time. But this 


28-day thing, which grew out of [what] the 
US insurance industry [would pay for], still 
seems to play a role, in Britain certainly.’ 

Duff Gordon charges an ‘affordable’ £4,500 
a month for residential treatment, and 
£7,500 for his 100-day programme. These are, 
he admits, ‘big chunks of cash’. But compare 
them to the Priory (a reported £4,000 plus per 
week for addiction problems) and the estimable 
Life Works (£19,180 for 28 days) and you 
can see why Daniel Gerrard, the former Gity 
man who founded the online referrals service 
Addiction Helper, ‘likes the mid market’. 

Gerrard’s ‘gift’ was trading and he made 
a lot of money very young, blew it all by 
32 (primarily on coke), got clean and saw 
a way to use his business savvy. Addiction 
Helper is up at the top of the Google list — 
a spot that costs £100,000 a month - and 
fields 5,000 calls a month, of which 
4,500 are looking for advice on free treatment; 
500 are looking to go private, of whom 
Addiction Helper will place 1 20 to 1 50 or so 
a month. Cadres of employees listen to the 
caller’s needs and make their suggestions as to 
where might be suitable. ‘We’re like a travel 
agent,’ Gerrard says. ‘We know every rule, 
every bedroom layout’ - and everything 
about the treatment on offer. Addiction 
Helper then pays the fee the chosen treatment 
centre demands and takes a percentage from 
that fee - ‘usually about 20 to 25 per cent’, 
Gerrard says. It’s the discount he has 
negotiated with the rehab centre. ‘The clients 
pay us, we pay the rehabs, and the counsellors 
and doctors - whoever we work with - we 
pay them.’ 

Eytan Alexander is another City alumnus 
who got clean through the Twelve Step 
programme and he’s founded his own 
treatment centre. Sanctuary Lodge, in Essex, 
charging a competitive £9,500 a month. 

Its bedrooms have ensuite bathrooms and 
flatscreen televisions, but Alexander says his 
USP is the excellence of his therapists. How 
did he get them? ‘I paid them’ - he’s a believer 
in Jimmy Goldsmith’s adage that ‘if you pay 
peanuts, you get monkeys’. He and his 
delightful clinical director, Hilary Betts, are 
big on trauma therapy - the fact that for 
many people there is a trauma that precedes 
addiction. The 17-year-old Daniel Gerrard, 
for instance, was in a car with his best friend 
when the car crashed and his friend died. 

In Betts’s view, ‘in this country there’s been 
a reluctance to dig too deep with people when 
they’re in primary treatment. The story has 
been to setde the addiction down, sober them 
up, and then a bit further down the line open 
them up and sort things out. But I think the 
Americans realised, maybe 1 5 years ago, 
that sometimes people need to look at that O 
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<1 stuff in treatment.’ Betts is particularly keen 
on the approach developed by Pia Mellody at 
the Meadows in Arizona, but trauma therapy 
is, everyone in the field says, the happening 
thing in addiction circles these days. 

‘There’s always a new big thing,’ says Chip 
Somers, a longtime big cheese in treatment 
circles. ‘First it was cognitive behavioural 
therapy, then neuro-linguistic programming. 
Then it was tapping [of foreheads] , then it 
was equine therapy, now it’s EMDR. Equine 
therapy!’ He rolls his eyes. ‘Everyone knows if 
you have a dog in rehab, dogs are good. Dogs 
don’t talk back, they trust you, it’s reassuring, it’s 
great. But it’s not canine therapy. It’s just a 
dog. Same with a horse. Please don’t think 
it’s some miracle breakthrough. You might as 
well have free-fall-parachute therapy. Eor 
the adrenalin, for a new experience.’ (The 
well-regarded Oasis, in South Africa, offers 
swimming with dolphins, and Vincere- 
Huguenot, also in South Africa, talks of ‘the 
opportunity to closely interact with elephants’. 
And Betts, excellently, once did EMDR ‘and 
it was very helpful. I tried to try the things that 
people are cynical about, and people charging 
£300 a session for moving eyes backwards and 
forwards... well. But I really experienced a 
relief from the trauma that had happened to 
me.’) Somers until recently ran Eocusl2, a 


of the private clinics — Life Works, for 
instance, offers free treatment for combat 
veterans. But, as Somers says, ‘The one 
place you can make a cut and nobody gives 
a shit is in drugs and alcohol treatment.’ 

But, I say, is that any surprise? Aren’t 
rehab outcomes very poor? Somers shifts in 
an armchair in the handsome Harley Street 
flat in which he practises as a therapist - 
£120 an hour in London, £85 in his 
Cotswolds practice, near Chipping Norton, 
which, given the nature of the neighbourhood, 
is unsurprisingly busy. ‘I’ve always faced that 
straight on,’ he said. ‘Even at the best rehabs, 
you might get 20 to 25 per cent [success] . If 
you do better than 25 per cent, you’re doing 
bloody well. But 65 per cent fail their driving 
test the first time. You don’t say that if you’ve 
failed, you can never drive.’ Still, Somers goes 
on, ‘Twelve [one-on-one] interventions with 
a therapist actually have the same outcomes 
as rehab - with a bit of extra support from 
AA meetings, even better. CBT — roughly the 
same outcomes.’ 

Nonetheless, Somers thinks rehab is worth 
it: ‘I would still want your daughter to go. 

No one comes having not tried to stop using. 
They’ve tried and failed due to peer pressure, 
stress, the habit of it. Going into rehab 
breaks that cycle, gets you into a safe place. 


Kusnachfs 67-year-old founder has both 
his cost rationale and the thinking behind 
his insistence on one-to-one therapy ready. 
Monkhouse has worked at both the Priory and 
prestigious American rehabs, and ‘what I 
noticed was that people were leaving anxious 
and depressed and often insomniac, and 
sometimes still craving. And these seemed to 
be the reasons they were self-medicating in the 
first place. So I concluded that the underlying 
causes of addiction weren’t being addressed. 
And I think that’s one of the reasons the 
Twelve Step programme is being criticised - 
the incidence of relapse is so huge.’ 

So, since starting Kusnacht in 2007, he’s 
taken another tack, even though the Twelve 
Step programme is still the ‘basis’ of 
Kusnacht. He believes the ‘brain chemistry’ 
of addicts is up the spout but that his medical 
team can deal with that via, for example, 
personally tailored amino-acid supplements 
and micronutrients to remedy vitamin 
and mineral deficits, and that you need to 
‘repair your neurotransmitters’; that ‘once we 
get the brain functioning properly, [it’s time] 
to do some in-depth psychotherapy’, 
including trauma therapy. As for group 
therapy - the sine qua non of almost all other 
rehabs - ‘if you sit in group therapy all day, 
how are you to do EMDR, or Somatic

centre near Bury St Edmunds, to which my 
Mancunian source went: ‘It’s got all these 
celebrity associations. You walk in and there 
are pictures of Boy George, Davina McGall 
and Russell Brand on the wall. If you’re not 
self-medicated already, you fucking well 
will feel you are when you see those pictures, 

I can tell you.’ 

Eytan Alexander (coke, drink, sex) got clean 
through ‘the rooms’ - the church basements 
and scruffy halls where AA and NA meetings 
are held for free. And it is AA’s teachings that 
almost all treatment centres rely on. This 
prompts what can be seen as the 
treatment-centre paradox: how can 
you make money ethically from 
something that was given to you free? 

And people do make serious money 
- Mitt Romney’s private-equity 
company is the largest owner of rehabs 
in the USA, where there are 14,000 of 
them. In the UK, government funding 
is likely to get yet scarcer in these 
austere days, though there are, of 
course, pro-bono beds in many 


There aren’t abusive boyfriends, screaming 
children. It’s intense, you’ll probably have 
a life-changing experience, you learn a lot 
about yourself’ 

Some people still like the stern sort of 
treatment centre I went to - Daniel Gerrard 
says policemen and ex-Army personnel 
yearn for a strict regime - but many want 
something more loving and physically 
comfortable. Gerrard’s not really a fan of 
expensive treatments - ‘a room’s a room’ 

- but he has dealt with both Life Works and 
the super-costly Kusnacht Practice. 


Experiencing, or mindfulness work, or 
nutritional and lifestyle work?’ 

Whaf s key is ‘creating a medication for 
your body that’s one-off And it’s very, 
very expensive to produce these one-off 
formulations. And to do that, you need to 
charge a lot of money. So then it became 
a question of finding the clients who can 
afford this.’ Included in that reassuringly 
expensive price tag is a ‘clinical residence’ - 
ie, a villa or multiple hotel suites - and 
the personal services of some 12 people, 
including a butler, a chef a maid, a trainer, 
a reflexologist, an acupuncturist 
and a live-in psychologist. All of which 
comes after a spell in hospital, where all 
the biomedical work is done. Eating 
disorders constitute a surprisingly large 
treatment pool, but a lot of it is 
‘the traditional alcohol and cocaine’. 

And how many patients, I asked, 
could he take on at one time? ‘Well, 
initially, one.’ He laughed. ‘And then 
we moved to about three. Now we 
have capacity for six.’ When we spoke. 
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there were five patients at the clinic: two had 
committed to staying for three months, one 
to four months. A recent client had stayed 
for nine months. At 10,000 Swiss francs a day 
— well, do the maths. Monkhouse talks of 
kings, members of royal families, heads 
of state, senior military personnel. As such, 
they require total privacy. Yes, says 
Monkhouse, some clients have gone into 
Zurich for AA/NA meetings, but it 
certainly wouldn’t do for those kings 
or heads of state to be seen getting 
down and dirty with your everyday 
addict. So private meetings are 
organised - as we spoke, a group was 
being brought in from London to 
huddle with a client. 

Such exclusivity isn’t unknown — the 
CIA is said to have private meetings 
at which operatives can open up about 
their part in, say, assassinations. But 
Londoners have been used to seeing 
‘Eric’ (Clapton) and ‘Elton’ at their 
meetings; even Michael Jackson was 
toted, unhassled, round the London 
rooms when he was trying to get clean. 
Meanwhile, another source told me, a 
colossally rich Euro was showing up at NA 
meetings in London in a chauffeur-driven 
limo, with bodyguards and a ‘stunningly 
beautiful’ girlfriend who had her own ‘sober 
buddy’ with her. Paid sober buddies are 
another newish development - essentially, 
they shadow their employer, preventing 
relapse, encouraging sobriety, providing 
counsel - and Kusnacht has its own version. It 
will send the live-in psychologist home with 
its clients once they’ve left Switzerland to help 
organise their life in the place where all the old 
using ‘triggers’ reside, for as long as six months 
or more. Such one-on-oneness is what’s 
also on offer from Topes Calland, an ebullient 
30-year-old ex-Oxonian with a hugely 
self-confident voice, a man bun and Dries Van 
Noten trousers. As he talked in the Patisserie 
Valerie on Old Compton Street, a neon sign in 
the shop across the road seemed to sit on his 
shoulder, screaming the words ‘ADDICTED 
ADDICTED ADDICTED’. 

But that’s not what Calland deals with - 
and if he did, he certainly wouldn’t vouch for 
‘the Malibu Model, which mainly appeals to 
celebrities who are very entitled and used 
to getting what they want: lots of sushi and 
shiatsu massages and optional treatments’. 
That’s the antithesis of what he offers his 
clients — his clients being the often equally 
entitled and difficult adolescent offspring of 
the very rich, be they rock stars or industrialists. 
His recommendations are ‘entirely tailored 
to the client, to their personality. And it’s very 
rarely just a substance-abuse problem.’

Anyway, with teenagers, he finds a Twelve 
Step programme hard to sell. ‘If you’re a 
50-year-old man who’s lost his wife, his home, 
his job, everything - then you’re prepared to 
say, “I’m powerless to this addiction.” Whereas 
if you’re a 17-year-old boy who lives on pocket 
money and has probably just gone a little 
bit further than his friends...’ Mainly, Calland 
reports, ‘it’s extreme entitlement and lack 
of motivation. The drugs are symptomatic 
of other issues.’ Calland has had only ‘six 
or seven clients since he started his career in 
2009 — he won’t tell me his fees. They move 
in with him and he’s with them 24/7; one 
parent signed guardianship of his son over to 
Calland, who took him round the world, 
tutoring him academically and ‘generally 
mentoring him’ for two years. A recalcitrant 
teen, who’d been thrown out of several schools, 
became a motivated young man. 

Were drugs an issue, wilderness therapy 
would be Calland’s initial suggestion; hiking 
for miles across the Utah desert, camping out 
and having therapy under the stars. Then he’d 
put his 24/7 programme in place, marrying 
academic work with a project to engage his 
charges - one kid was keen on shisha, and 
Calland helped him open a shisha bar, which 
sparked the boy’s entrepreneurial zeal; the 
young client now works in antiques. (With 
Micheal Neeson, Liam’s son and an ‘old family 
friend’ of Calland’s rather than a client, he’s 
been involved in setting up the Maison Mais 
Non fashion gallery in Soho, after Micheal 
checked himself into rehab.) 


The wilderness-therapy outfits that Calland 
admires are Aspiro and Second Nature, both 
in America - he says all the best ones are. 
(Aspiro, for instance, has been going since 
2006 and costs £300 a day, plus an initial ‘gear’ 
charge of £1,700, and sorts its clients into 
groups of no larger than nine; the average length 
of stay is 50 to 60 days. The whole trend has 
been gathering pace since the late Nineties.) 
That’s why he’d like to found a ‘therapeutic 
boarding school, probably somewhere really 
remote in Scotland, which has a wilderness 
element to start with. Scotland’s good because 
their Right to Roam Act also allows the right to 
wild-camp for three to four days at a time. 

And I’d follow that up with an eight-month 
academic programme. Because when you’re a 
teenager, what do you have to gauge success? 
How well you’re doing at school. That’s your 
main barometer.’ 

Boarding school, eh? With a wilderness 
side to it? And, no doubt, a rigour that would 
rid it of such namby-pamby modern comforts 
as mobile phones, 10-day half-terms and 
weekday-only boarding. Sounds like good 
old-fashioned Gordonstoun to me - and that 
sort of school brings well-known problems 
with it. As Chip Somers remarks: ‘I’ve never 
known a dependent person without an absent 
father, either emotionally or physically’ There 
you have it: a traumatic event the addictive 
effects of which Life Works, Kusnacht, Hilary 
Betts, Daniel Gerrard, Cosmo Duff Gordon 
and many more will strive to heal. Providing 
you’ve got those ‘chunks of cash’, of course. □ 
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COCO’S 
OTHER LIFE 


Away from the atelier, Coeo Chanel surrounded herself with 
a heady group of avant-garde artists and powerful 
English aristoerats. Andrew Wilson eharts the love affairs and 
wanton parties that helped ereate a fashion genius 


i ^ odety people amuse me 

L 1 more than the others,’ Coco 

Chanel once said. ‘They 
have wit, tact, a charming 
disloyalty, a well-bred 
1 nonchalance, and an 

L F arrogance that is very 

specific, very caustic, always 
on the alert; they know how to arrive at 
the right time and to leave when necessary’ 

Coco Chanel is famous for many things 
— her style, her fashion empire, her 
extraordinary life - but just as important to 
her creativity were the people she surrounded 
herself with: an eclectic mix of aristocrats and 
artists. In the words of her biographer Lisa 
Chaney, Chanel inhabited ‘two worlds that 
are, in many ways, mutually exclusive: 
the world of society, the haul monde, and the 
world of the artisf . But Chanel brought those 
two worlds together. Characters like the 
2nd Duke ofWestminster, Picasso, Stravinsky 
and Grand Duke Dmitri Pavlovich, grandson 
to Tsar Alexander II, populated her world 
and her parties. The film director Luchino 
Visconti said that her lunches - one of 
the most coveted invitations in Paris - were 
full of ‘the most glittering, famous and 
interesting wits’. 

‘What really interested Chanel was 
influence,’ says Chaney, author of Chanel: 

An Intimate Life. ‘She wanted power, but not 
for power’s sake. She wanted what power 
brought, which was independence.’ 

Born Gabrielle Bonheur Ghanel in Saumur, 
France, in 1883 to a street vendor and a 
laundrywoman, she was 1 1 when her mother 
died from bronchitis. Her father placed her 
and her sisters Julia and Antoinette in a 
convent orphanage in Aubazine. When she 
was 12, she came to the realisation that, as she 
said later, ‘without money, you are nothing, 
that with money you can do anything... I 
would say to myself over and over, “Money is 
the key to freedom.’” 


After working as a seamstress and a cabaret 
singer - it’s thought that one of the popular 
songs she sang in Moulins gave rise to her 
nickname Goco — Ghanel met Etienne Balsan, 
heir to a textile fortune, who established her as 
his mistress in his chateau at Royallieu. It was 
Balsan who, in 1908, introduced Coco to her 
English lover, the polo-playing playboy Captain 
Arthur Edward ‘Boy’ Capel. ‘He was my 
father, my brother, my entire family,’ Chanel 
later said of him. Educated at Beaumont 
College, Berkshire, and then Stonyhurst, 
Lancashire, Capel was the dashing son of a 
rich shipping merchant. ‘He was one of the 
most important people in her life, if not the

key person,’ says Chaney, who was the first 
biographer to have access to Capel’s personal 
papers. It’s generally accepted that the 
inspiration for many of Chanel’s most iconic 
designs - including the CC logo, the design 
of the No. 5 perfume bottle and her use of 
unconventional fabrics such as jersey 
(previously used for men’s underwear) - all 
had their roots in her affair with Capel. Her 
lover channelled money into Coco’s first shop 
selling hats and within months Chanel’s 
exquisite creations were being featured in 
national magazines. Soon, Chanel opened a 
boutique, again financed by Capel, in the 
fashionable resort of Deauville, followed by 
one in Biarritz and then a store on Rue 
Cambon, in Paris. 

During the first three decades of the 
20th century, the French capital found itself at 


the epicentre of a creative explosion. Chanel 
witnessed a number of key cultural moments 
and counted many of the modernists as friends 
or lovers. ‘My work came about as a reaction to 
my times,’ she explained. She was in the 
audience at the first night, in May 1913, of 
Diaghilev’s shocking new ballet The Rite of 
Spring, starring his lover, Vaslav Nijinsky. 

Chanel had, according to Chaney, ‘the 
character of an artisf, and as such she felt at 
ease with the general spirit of bohemianism 
that infused her social circle. Sexual 
boundaries were fluid. Chanel also struck 
up a friendship with Count Etienne de 
Beaumont and his wife, Edith. Around the 
couple - who were both gay - flitted a heady 
crowd of artists, among them Satie, Braque, 
Cocteau and Picasso, with whom Chanel had 
an affair. ‘He was wicked,’ she said of him. 

‘He fascinated me the way a hawk would - he 
filled me with fear.’ 

Each spring, Etienne de Beaumont organised 
a month-long series of parties spread across 
Paris. In addition to the sumptuous dinners, 
the well-known ‘fiendish social tyranf hosted 
an extravagant costume ball. In 1919, the theme 
for the ball dictated that each guest should 
arrive in costume but ‘leave exposed that part 
of one’s body one finds the most interesting’. 

Hedonism gripped Paris with the fervour of 
a new religion - and alcohol and drugs 
(particularly cocaine and morphine) were 
bountiful. At one event held on the day before 
New Year’s Eve 1920, at Chanel’s shop on Rue 
Cambon, the party started out civilly enough 
with a buffet in the fitting rooms, only 
to degenerate into debauchery. One of the 
composers of the group known as Les Six 
‘cracked his fingers on the piano and there was 
blood running down the keyboard’, remembered 
one observer. ‘Jean [Cocteau] contorted, was 
initiating the Duchesse de Gramont in a 
broken can-can... Stravinsky [Chanel’s lover at 
the time] was drinking his ammonia [booze] ...

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<1 Russes] was doing things in the middle 
of the parquet floor, very quickly, on his own, 
then fell like a mass.’ The friends congregated 
at Le Boeuf sur le Toit, a bar on the Rue 
Boissy d’Anglas, known among the English as 
the Nothing Doing Bar. ‘As well as beautiful 
women and men, and beautiful boys, and boys 
dressed as girls, and girls dressed as boys, there 
were the poets, painters, musicians, actors, 
dancers, the titled, the rich and the famous,’ 
writes Lisa Chaney. 

Throughout this time Chanel’s closest 
female friend was Misia Sert, described by the 
writer Paul Morand, later the author of 
Chanel’s memoirs, as a ‘collector of geniuses, 
all of them in love with her’. Chanel had 
first met Misia, a pianist whose third husband 
was the Spanish painter Josep Maria Sert, in 
1916. ‘She was two-faced, conniving and 
manipulative,’ says Chaney, ‘and they loved 
and hated each other.’ Many have assumed 
that it was Misia who was responsible for 
introducing Chanel into the rich diversity of 
the Parisian scene. After all, Misia said, 
referring to Chanel: ‘One could say that it is 
easy to help a beautiful diamond to shine. 

Still, it was my privilege to help it emerge 
from its rough state, and - in my heart - 
to be the first person dazzled by its brilliance.’ 
Yet Chaney believes Misia has been given 
too much credit. 

‘Misia was a patron of the arts and, yes, she 
was frightfully sophisticated and gifted, but 
she never did anything with it,’ she says. ‘She 
was not driven in an artistic sense and, in the 
end, she could not bear it that Chanel outshone 
her. It was also obvious that Misia had a very 
serious issue with drugs. One day the two 
women were walking down the street and Misia 
took a syringe from her handbag and injected 
herself in her leg. Chanel was appalled.’ 

It would have been particularly easy for 
Chanel to lose herself in parties alter the 
breakdown of her relationship with Boy Capel 
— in 1918 he married Diana Wyndham, a 
daughter of Lord Ribblesdale - and then his 
death, in a car accident, in December 1919. 
‘His death was a terrible blow to me,’ she said 
later. ‘I lost everything when I lost Capel. 

He left a void in me that the years have not 
filled.’ Yet Chanel busied herself with work 
and, after several months in mourning and 
then a trip to Italy with Misia and her 
husband, she returned to Paris ready to live 
again, following an affair with Grand Duke 
Dmitri Pavlovich — who introduced her, in 
1920, to Ernest Beaux, the man who helped 
her create Chanel No. 5 - she embarked 
on a long relationship with the 2nd Duke 
of Westminster. 

The designer met Hugh Richard Arthur 
Grosvenor in Monte Carlo, after an introduction 


by Chanel’s friend and public-relations 
adviser, the socialite Vera Bate. Although 
Chanel was rich in her own right, this was 
nothing compared to the vast wealth of 
the 2nd Duke of Westminster, one of Europe’s 
richest men and known to his friends as 
Bend’Or (from the family coat of arms). His 
seduction techniques included sending salmon, 
which he had caught in Scotland, by plane to 
be delivered to Coco in Paris, together with 
fresh flowers and fruit grown at his house, 
Eaton Hall. But she was far from intimidated 
by his wealth or social connections, and her 
insouciance attracted him even more. 

The duke introduced her to Winston 
Churchill, who regularly went salmon fishing 
with the couple at his friend’s vast estate, Reay 
forest, in Scotland. ‘She [Chanel] fishes from 
morn till night, & in two months has killed 
50 salmon,’ Churchill wrote to his wife in 
1927. ‘She is vy [very] agreeable - really a gt 
[great] & strong being fit to rule a man or an 
Empire. Bennie vy well & I think extremely 
happy to be mated with an equal.’

The couple created two houses together - 
Rosehall House, in Sutherland, and the 
celebrated La Pausa, in Roquebrune-Cap- 
Martin. The house, near Monaco, was 
described by US Vogue editor Bettina Ballard 
as ‘the most comfortable, relaxing place I have 
ever stayed in’. The routine was always the 
same: Chanel would remain in her own 
quarters during the morning, when she expected 
the villa to be bathed in silence, and she would 
emerge in time for lunch. ‘No one missed 
lunch - it was far too entertaining,’ wrote 
Ballard. ‘The long dining room had a buffet at 
one end with hot Italian dishes, cold English 
roast beef, French dishes, a little of everything.’ 

In Paris, Chanel gave some of the most 
important parties of the era — one observer 
wrote of the ‘white violence of the multitude 
of peonies - subtle, gay, moving parties 
which made several people envious.’ Once 
she took over the Hotel de Lauzun to mark 
the end of a Ballets Russes season. Music 
was provided by a jazz band, the gardens 
were lit by lanterns and guests ate from 
enormous dishfuls of caviar. ‘We drank rivers 
of champagne and vodka,’ recalled one guest. 
‘Coco drank as much as anyone else. As 
always, she flirted with the men. She was 
very kittenish, even purring, pretending she 
was completely captivated, when suddenly 
pfft! Nobody there! She was like a little 
Cinderella. She disappeared around two in the 
morning, so as not to miss her beauty sleep.’ 
Throughout her life, Chanel maintained her 
slim figure, regularly visiting spas to keep in 
shape. ‘Yes, she had invented the shift dress, 
but she always thought women should make 
an effort,’ says Chaney. 

Chanel’s relationship with the Duke of 
Westminster ended when his head was turned 
by a series of younger women, including 
Loelia Mary Ponsonby, whom he married in 
1930. When asked why she did not marry 
him, she is supposed to have said: ‘There have 
been several Duchesses of Westminster - there 
is only one Chanel.’ She went on to have 
relationships with the designer/illustrator Paul 
Iribe, who died while staying at La Pausa in 
1935, and Salvador Dali. 

After the war, Chanel spent nine years in 
Switzerland before returning to Paris, where 
she lived at the Ritz. In 1954, she reopened 
her couture house, which she had closed 
at the onset of the war, but as she aged she 
became increasingly isolated and she died on 
10 January 1971, aged 87. Today she is 
remembered not only for her style revolution 

- she gave the world the little black dress, 
the quilted handbag, the fashionable suntan 

- but also for a lifestyle from a lost, gilded 
age. ‘I am not a heroine,’ she once said. ‘But 
I have chosen the person I wanted to be.’ □

W hen you own several 

homes around the 
world, plus a 213-foot 
yacht, as Giorgio 
Armani does, finding the 
time to visit all of your 
residences in one year 
can be tricky - especially 
when you’ve got a 
fashion and lifestyle 

empire to run as well. Yet no matter how busy he is, Armani always 
manages to make time to escape to his pistachio-shuttered house in the 
hills above St Tropez. 

‘I go four or five weekends in late June and July,’ says the designer. 
Mornings on the Cote d’Azur begin with a walk or a workout, 
followed by a trip to the beach for a swim and lunch at home. When 
he’s feeling social, he’ll head to Club 55 and then spend the late 
afternoon at the Place des Lices open-air market. ‘I love to see all of the 
flowers, food and bars. I find it very fun, even though it’s touristy.’ 

The two-storey villa is modest in comparison to some of Armani’s 
other homes — such as his cliff-hanging retreat in Antigua, his 
sprawling compound on the rocky Sicilian island of Pantelleria, or t>

<1 the grand four-storey palazzo in Milan (where he has also built a 
48,000-square-foot museum, Armani/Silos, opening this year with an 
exhibition of Armanis most celebrated ready-to-wear creations). It is 
sheltered by a forest of palms, eucalyptus trees and cypress hedges, and 
doesn’t look directly onto the water. 'I didn’t want the sea in my face,’ 
says the designer. ‘When people come to visit me, they are always very 
surprised. It isn’t a house to show off in - it’s to live in.’ 

Armani was persuaded to buy the villa in 1 996 by his younger sister, 
Rosanna, who owns a home in the area. ‘I was also shown a very big 
American-style house with great views of the Mediterranean,’ says the 
designer. ‘But I wanted something cosier, something that felt like a 
country house by the sea.’ Initially, he only did some light redecoration 
in the house, which he believes was built in the late 19th century. 

Following a 2009 health scare, he decided to undertake an ambitious 
renovation, which involved adding guest quarters and a swimming 
pool and creating a glass-enclosed loggia along the back of the house. 

‘I got out of the hospital, and in about four days, the plans were all 
done, every detail. It was a big stimulation for me. I did the St Moritz 
house at the same time. But I think that’s enough, no? Otherwise, 
every time I have a headache. I’ll design a new palazzo!’ 

He left the traditional faqade and Portuguese-tile roof intact but redid 
the interior walls with the same blond-hued St Maximin limestone that 
lines his Giorgio Armani boutique in Milan. He also installed polished 
floors and beamed ceilings of dark African teak. The rooms have a sleek, 
Asian-tropical feel. Softening the spaces is an array of colourful pillows 
and traditional carpets. There are silk wall coverings in the bedrooms; 
cotton sheers are swathed across the glass ceiling of the loggia. For the 
furnishings, Armani chose a mix of antiques found at the St Tropez 
fleamarket and pieces from his own Armani/Casa label, most upholstered 
in muted, monochromatic fabrics. ‘This is the passion I’ve had since 
I was young’, he says, ‘creating ambiences that make you want to stay.’ 

One exception to the visual serenity is a pair of vintage armchairs 
in the entrance hall that he fished out of a warehouse and then 


covered in a tiger-striped velvet. ‘This is the great folly of the 
house,’ says Armani. ‘It’s a bit kitsch, but I can have a little fun with 
exotic things.’ 

And what of the Armani/Casa desk sitting in his tranquil studio? 

‘I put it there thinking, “I like this corner,”’ Armani explains. ‘Who 
knows - maybe one day I’ll want to sit down and write something.’ 

For now, however, any autobiography is on hold, though Rizzoli has 
just published the first monograph on his brand. ‘People always ask me 
how I have fun,’ Armani says. ‘I have fun with my homes, which have 
been my greatest investments. I don’t buy Picassos, I buy houses.’ □

TIME TO... Look fertile and flirty 


When you ovulate, your skin glows and becomes radiant - it appears 
plumper, feels softer and looks smoother. Light bounces off of it and 
you exude loveliness. Everyone who comes into contact with you is in 
awe of your beauty. There are two reasons for this sudden improvement: 

1 The sciencey one. This tells us that oestrogen peaks during ovulation, 
boosting collagen, regulating oil production and even revving up 
melanocytes (the cells that produce pigment) — making skin look 
healthier and giving it a nice flush. 

2 The simple one. We ovulate to attract a mate. Nature struts its stuff 
and it flashes its feathers and puffs out its chest to entice the opposite 
sex. Human beings, however, are more dignified (sometimes). We 
might want to run down the street after a particularly good-looking 
man and ask him to jump into bed with us, but (mostly) we refrain. So 
it is fortunate that nature is there to lend a helping hand, otherwise 
babies might never get made. 

Hormone-specialist Dr Terry Loong refers to ovulation as the 
glowing phase’: ‘Your skin is plump and firm and juicy, it’s hydrated 
- you basically look your best.’ But here’s the rub: you only ovulate for 
three to four days of the month. Which means that for the remaining 


26 or so, things might look a bit crap. You have two options here. You 
could pay a visit to Dr Terry. Her Skin Cycle programme is based on 
your individual menstrual cycle and identifies four stages: the dry 
phase, the skin-improving phase, the glowing phase (when you’re 
ovulating) and the oily phase. It helps to explain why your normally 
obedient skin is unexpectedly playing up, and prescribes a regime of 
products and treatments to keep it in check. 

Or you could cheat. Burberry’s Fresh Glow Highlighting Luminous 
Pen, £25, is your friend when things are looking less than glowy. Swipe 
it along cheekbones and beneath brow bones - it gives the illusion of 
skin that’s perky and well rested. Otherwise, try Diorblush Cheek Stick 
in Cosmopolite Rosewood, £24. An easy-to-use crayon, it twists forth 
a creamy pigment, giving cheeks the sort of flush you’d normally get 
from a romp in the country. Finally, Guerlain’s KissKiss Roselip, 
£26.50, is sheer yet buttery and comes in six fabulously flattering 
shades that aren’t a million miles away from your own lip colour - they 
look startlingly natural. Plus, they give a nice plumping effect, so 
people will want to kiss you. Which is a good start. Consultation with 
Dr Terry Loong, £150 for 30 minutes (drterry.com).

SCHOOL 

ItYthe most thrilling thing our bodies 
can do, and yet Faye Nichols had never 
managed it, so she went on an unexpectedly 
pleasurable crash course in climaxing 


T f the reason we are put on this planet 
is to reproduce, then it stands to 
reason that we need to enjoy having 
sex. Which means orgasms. 

Orgasming is one of the most 
remarkable things that our bodies can 
do. It’s a full stop at the end of life’s greatest 
physical pleasure - the raison d’etre; 
a wonderful, tumultuous, mindblowing finale 
(that’s why it’s called a climax). It’s nature’s 
way of getting us to see the act through and 
make babies - but it’s also the point of us 
humans: the simplest, freest pleasure that we 
can experience. And I had never had one. 


As a woman in her early 30s, I decided I was 
missing a trick. Shagging, depressingly, had 
peaked for me when I was a teenager - lots of 
rolling around in fields with my first boyfriend 
- and nosedived ever since. A series of strange 
sexual encounters with Sloane men (usually 
called Will, Henry or George) hadn’t helped. 
Foreplay was rushed, if there at all. Sex itself 
was awkward - pokey, jabby and consistently 
awful (one chap, who shall remain nameless, 
got cramp during the act). I was deeply, 
intensely self-conscious, yet oddly detached 
from the whole thing: having an orgasm seemed 
impossible. Obviously, I blamed myself 


Enter Shh... (which stands for Sensual 
Healing Harmony) — an elegant, non-pervy 
retreat in the depths of Dorset that not only 
specialises in female sexuality but puts all of 
those things that the English don’t like to talk 
about out there in the open. I fretted at first, 
convinced that it would be nothing more than 
a gaggle of sex-deprived women chucking a 
vibrator around. I couldn’t have been more 
wrong. Shh... is less about hand jobs and more 
about the complicated relationship between 
our body and our mind. It aims to build 
self-confidence, encourages the idea of being 
present during sex (physically and mentally). 
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as well as celebrating what it means to be a 
woman. The support that you receive over the 
course of your stay not only helps you to let 
go of the past but enables you to identify 
the behavioural patterns that are holding you 
back. It’s a powerful combination. 

The creation of two friends, Vikld van 
Someren and Lucy Arrowsmith (both pretty 
and intelligent, they gave up good careers to 
create Shh...), the three- or six-night retreats 
are described as an enlightening journey to 
find your happiest, strongest, most liberated 
self’. A few words of advice, however: you 
must he. fully up for it. If you can’t let yourself 
go here, you won’t achieve much. Secondly, 
you must take the experience seriously. Sex, 

I soon learn, isn’t a joke. That’s not to say 
that I didn’t get the giggles at certain points 
(being asked to shake my yoni* during our 
7am meditation class was a step too far). But 
I gave in to the Shh... way of life surprisingly 
quickly. Mobile phones were confiscated for 
the duration; there was no wi-fi; no TV; booze 
and coffee were banned; and time to yourself 
was deliberately limited to 90 minutes a day 
to stop your mind from wandering. 

But there were positives: a mammoth 
bed, a gigantic bathtub, waking up every 
morning to the chirruping of birds. Shh... 
also takes place in the smartest country house 
I’ve ever come across. Which means epic 
views: nothing but uninterrupted fields and 
rolling hills as far as the eye can see. I took 
myself for energetic hikes, finding pigs, 
lambs and deer. The turndown service was 
something else too: after an intense two- 
hour massage, they run you a piping-hot 
bath full of lovely-smelling oil, dim the lights, 
and leave a chocolate on your pillow. And the 
food was bloody delicious: healthy, free-from- 
everything salads, stews and cakes made 
from scratch each morning by a wonderful 
woman called Diana. Niceties aside, these 
are clever tactics: coconut cheesecake, a 
good night’s sleep and daily walks among 
the buttercups are just a few ways that 


Shh... teaches you to appreciate simple 
everyday pleasures. 

But it was the camaraderie, kindness and 
understanding that developed between me 
and my six fellow retreaters (all from very 
different walks of life; from Germany, New 
York and Nigeria) that made the experience 
stand out. We spent four hours together each 
day in group-therapy sessions that, over time, 
became more intimate. Our guides. Sue 
and Kate (dressed in bright, sexual colours - 
plums, pinks and purples) were in charge 
of our emotions during our stay. We addressed 
our physical insecurities (in pairs, we were 
asked to identify the things that we hate about 
our bodies before describing each other as a 
landscape, flower and, curiously, a pudding). 
We practised feeling confident (cue dancing 
into the room individually to Fleetwood 
Mac). We were taught to ask for what we 
want, in bed and in life. The aim was to help 
us to identify and articulate our needs, wants 
and desires. And, one by one, we cried as these 
vulnerabilities were exposed. We came to realise 
that we were all suffering from the same 
insecurities and doubts, but in different guises. 

Equally powerful was the individual 
therapy, which included Transformational 
Breathing (lying flat on your back, you exhale 
every last drop of stale air before inhaling 
great lungfuls of fresh oxygen. You literally 
feel it hit your toes); Somatic Experiencing 
(my head was held while I was encouraged, 
through talking, to let go of the past); 
acupuncture (this was startling: my therapist 
Suzanne had a conversation with my inner 
child right in front of me — apparently I asked 
for understanding AND strawberry ice cream); 
and EFT or Emotional Freedom Technique 
(during which my therapist Jemima tapped 
parts of my body to release ‘frozen traumas’). 

I couldn’t stop talking throughout each session. 
It was like connecting the dots, stuff I’d buried 
for years: anxiety and fear and sexual shame 
were all exposed and dumped in the middle 
of Dorset, never to be seen again. 


Basic biology was outlined too (light years 
away from the stuff that you learn at school) 

- it was eye-opening, and I’d like to hold 
a class for everyone I know. I learned that... 

1) there are actually TWO types of orgasm: 
a) clitoral, which is short, sharp and fast. 

Rub it by accident and you’re almost there. 
And b) the one that poems, novels and 
love songs are about. There aren’t any 
shortcuts to achieving this; you really need 
to know your own body inside out. 

2) The clitoris is not a G-spot. Boys, you 
can’t go in all guns blazing and expect an 
instant pay-off Women have double the 
amount of nerve endings in their sexual 
organs, which ALL need time and attention. 

3) Orgasms for men are straightforward and 
come from the primary erogenous zones 
(genitals/lips/nipples). Women are much 
more complex. Our secondary and tertiary 
erogenous zones are the key to success (ears/ 
inner thighs/bum). We like to be touched 
slowly, to experience that build-up and 
apprehension. We don’t like to be attacked in 
a frenzy, otherwise we’ll clam up. You have 

to communicate; every single person (woman 
or man) is turned on by different things. 

4) No yoni is the same. There are nine types, 
most of them named after animals: the 
Buffalo, the Antelope, the Wolf., (see the 
guide below). Fascinatingly, the sex you’ll 
experience is dictated by the type you are. 

But these points are just the beginning. 
Shh... is a guide to living your life, not a 
mad sex camp. I’d tell every single woman 
I know to go, orgasms or not. You’ll leave with 
the most incredible understanding of your 
body and what makes you tick; you’ll learn 
to make better decisions. You’ll have sex for 
the right reasons; your relationships will 
improve. But most of all? You’ll realise that 
the responsibility to lead a vibrant and 
fulfilling sex life doesn’t lie with Will, Henry 
or George. It lies with you. □

he average woman has 
around 22 friends. 

Somewhere between 
1 0 and 20 per cent of 
women have never had 
an orgasm. Which means that at 
least two of your friends are orgasm 
virgins. And chances are they 
haven’t even told you. It can feel 
like a very intimate and defining 
sort of failure - and the older that 
these women get, the more 
convinced they become that they 
never will have one. ‘Orgasms can 
feel very elusive,’ says Sue Newsome, 
a guide at Shh... retreat (see previous 
pages). ‘But provided there is no 
physical or medical reason, we all 
have the potential to have them.’ 

So what exactly is an orgasm? 

Simply put, it is a reflex in the body: 
a flurry of rhythmic, muscular 
contractions that are a physical 
response to feeling turned on. And, 
for women, it’s all to do with the 
clitoris. The clitoral glans, to be 
precise. This tiny organ (the average 
measures 2.5mm by 4.5mm) — 
comprised of erectile tissue, glands 
and blood vessels, and of which 
only a quarter is visible to the naked 
eye - is home to nearly 8,000 sensory nerve endings (twice as many as 
the average penis). Stimulate it, and it triggers a rapid succession of 
contractions - roughly 0.8 seconds apart - in the muscles around the 
vagina; a sensation that can last anywhere from 13 to 51 seconds. 

That’s not to say that the clitoris is the only part of your anatomy 
that needs attention. ‘There is a belief that if you rub it for long 
enough, it’s going to work,’ says Newsome. ‘For some, it’s a surefire way 
to orgasm; others cannot bear such direct stimulation.’ Either way, 
it’s limiting: ‘If that’s all we’re doing, we are capping our potential for 
enjoyment. Different vaginas like stimulation in different ways, but 
what’s more important is for a woman to feel comfortable. If her 
body is relaxed, alive and stimulated, she will experience more pleasure.’ 

But not every woman experiences pleasure from the straightforward 
in-and-out motion of sex. The ‘vaginal orgasm’ is far less common 
than films and pornography suggest. Research shows that only 30 
per cent of us can experience an orgasm this way - its success depends 
on the proximity of the clitoris to the vaginal opening. (Apparently 
a distance of less than an inch is what’s needed.) The way that we 
feel them also differs from whafs often communicated. ‘An orgasm 
for a woman can be incredibly subtle: it has a grace to it that’s 
very gentle in the body,’ says Newsome. ‘But the portrayal of sex in 
the media means that we are more often confronted with a loud, 
vigorous depiction of orgasming - lots of moaning, writhing and 
screaming. If our own encounter is different, we think we’re doing 
something wrong.’ 

The reasons that we might not be having orgasms ten to the dozen 
are even more confusing. Osteopath and traumatologist Bevis Nathan 
(bevisnathanassociates.com) is quick to point out that their absence 
does not constitute a ‘mental block’ (‘then people believe that 
something is wrong with them’), but that it is as simple as something 
getting ‘stuck’ in the nervous system. 


The trigger for this is what 
Nathan refers to as attachment 
wounds: ‘Your parents are 
responsible for the development 
of your nervous system; they show 
you how to respond to the world. 

If there is inadequate bonding; if 
a mother isn’t able to attune to her 
infant as a result of her own anxiety 
or relationships, her baby won’t 
be able to regulate its own nervous 
system. As a result, the child develops 
a lack of resilience. Relationships 
can be difficult, because he or 
she can’t tolerate powerful emotions 
or sensations.’ 

The result of this is ‘muscular 
armouring’ — protecting yourself 
against a sensation by becoming 
‘locked’. ‘It’s entirely normal when 
you feel under threat,’ says Nathan. 
‘But we also develop muscular 
tension as a means of driving 
through uncomfortable situations, 
or when we don’t want to feel an 
associated emotion.’ So whilst an 
orgasm should be the ultimate 
hit, some people brace against 
them because they cannot bear the 
intensity: ‘They over-tense to 
compensate, and they freeze,’ says 
Nathan. ‘The nervous system shuts down, and they “leave” their body. 
It’s very common in women who have been sexually abused. It becomes 
their natural survival response.’ 

The key is to learn to feel when you are becoming tense and to stop 
your adrenalin from kicking in and producing a fight-or-flight response. 
‘Self-awareness is key when it comes to “letting go”,’ says Nathan. 

‘You need to pay attention, to dare to “feel” - this means scanning your 
body: is your pelvic floor clenched, is your jaw locked, are your feet 
cold? These are all clues that the nervous system is trying to shut down.’ 
He suggests stroking non-emotive parts of your body, like your limbs, 
or holding a showerhead on your skin and noticing the sensation. ‘It’s 
a gentle process to teach people to come back into their body, but it’s a 
crucial one. If you feel safe, you can let go in someone’s arms.’ 

Knowing how to press your own buttons also helps. ‘Understanding 
your body is paramount,’ says Newsome. ‘It’s not a substitute for 
pleasure with someone else, but it is essential.’ (After all, if we’re not 
familiar with our own bodies, how can we expect others to be?) ‘Giving 
feedback isn’t a criticism,’ she adds. ‘It’s merely that our body is asking 
for something different. Saying what you really want, addressing the 
situation and guiding someone - actually communicating - is crucial.’ 

An orgasm is the most pleasure a human body can have: epic, 
earth-shattering and life-affirming. The upshot of this, however, is 
that we’ve put it up there as the Holy Grail. ‘Orgasms have become 
a way for us to measure our sexual prowess and a gauge of whether we 
have had “successful” sex,’ says Newsome. No wonder there’s so 
much pressure on women to be having them. Her suggestion? ‘Stop 
chasing it,’ she says. ‘It’s about facilitating the orgasm, instead of forcing 
it: about creating an environment in which, if the orgasm is there, it 
will happen naturally. What’s important is to focus on pleasure, not 
performance. If we can enjoy pleasure in its various forms, then the 
orgasm will come.’ □

verything you think 
] you know about Klosters 
is absolutely true. 

You’ll be swooshing 
down the slopes 
I alongside the Prince 
i of Wales, having boozy 
mountain lunches 

with the Duchess of Cornwall and downing 
Jagerbombs with Prince Harry, all the while 
surrounded by underdressed supermodels 
who stay warm by the sheer power of their 
sexiness and Hollywood stars who snort as 
much powder as they ski on. 

I’m lying. Klosters is nothing like that. 
NOTHING. Which is strange when you 
think about it. This is, after all, the Prince 
of Wales’s favourite ski resort. It was the 
Fifties resort of choice for movie stars. Wills 
and Harry really did learn to ski here, and 
this is indeed where Diana, Princess of 
Wales, wore that weird snood thing in the 
Eighties. It attracted - and still does - a 
certain tier of society, so, logic has it, it must 
be the most glamorous place to ski on the 
planet. No? 

‘No!’ cries James Palmer-Tomkinson, the 
co-founder of PT Ski - and owner of the 
most magnificent ski-goggle tan I’ve ever 
seen, which is just as it should be, given how 
much time he spends on the slopes. ‘Klosters 
is so misunderstood.’ James has skiing 
pedigree in spades: the Palmer-Tomkinsons

have been zipping about these mountains 
for five generations, and there are not one but 
three Olympic skiers and four British skiing 
champions in the family. He learned to ski 
in Klosters with sisters Tara P-T (who owns 
a chalet here) and Santa Montefiore (who is a 
regular PT Ski customer). And the Prince 
of Wales, who first came with James’s family, 
back when Klosters was known as ‘Hollywood 
on the Rocks’. But more of that later. 

The PT clan are now bringing commoners 
like me to ski these mountains — and to learn 
to ski, like my six-year-old. Heading it all 
up is James’s wife Sos, who has one of those 
dimply, 1 ,000-watt smiles that would make 
Carey Mulligan put a bag over her head. 

She meets us at the airport herself, which is 
not special treatment, or at least no more 
special than usual: Sos or James meet all their 
guests themselves, like proper hosts should 
- and she acts as a sort of seamless teacher/ 
ski guide/house-party hostess extraordinaire 
for the week. 
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She’s thought of everything, has Sos. Like 
the little welcome packs that include tissues 
(wise), lipbalm (lovely) and stamped postcards 
(genius). Or the fleet of PT vans that pootle 
about, ready to zip us to the slopes at a 
moment’s notice. And the daily piste hosting, 
where you can blindly, happily follow Sos, 
James or one of their crack team of reps, all 
of whom know the best slopes and the most 
glorious snow, and just the spot for a hot choc 
and whacking great plate of rosti. It’s like 
skiing with friends who know everything and 
are much better skiers than you, but are far 
too polite to let on. No need to look at a piste 
map or think for the entire week. You can

hand that tiresome task to the reps, who, by 
the way, are not your average ex-Harrovian 
seasonnaires, here for the booze and the totty. 
They are all proper grown-ups with grown- 
up jobs, better spoken than the Princess 
Royal and more discreet than Madonna’s 
gynaecologist. When away from the slopes, 
they include an ex-bomb-disposal expert, 
a management consultant, a plasma physicist 
and a Gurkha. I’m not making this up. And 
they all adore James and Sos, mostly for 
letting them do what they love best - ski. 

Because that’s the thing about Klosters. 
Everyone is here to ACTUALLY SKI. I know! 
Madness! Which, a long-time regular O

O assures me, is why the Prince of Wales loves 
it so much. No one bothers him — he can just 
ski. There’s no scene, no glitter, no hassle. 

No Courchevel flash or Gstaad pomp. Just 
a little tick-tock functional Swiss village, with 
a few souvenir shops, a chemist and the 
Co-op, where very ordinary locals chatter 
among the very ordinary Persil and Pampers. 
No designer shops, no grande-dame hotels 
or grandes dames in floor-length mink. 
Everyone’s in fleece. 

There’s just one club, the tiny, low-key Casa 
Antica, a favourite of Prince William’s (he can 
blend in with all the other fleeces, no bother). 
Nothing like St Moritz’s Corviglia Club or 
Gstaad’s Eagle Ski Club. Actually, Baron 
Steven Bentinck, a Klosters regular and former 
owner of Chalet Eugenia, where the Duke of 
York has stayed, tried to open a smart members’ 
club a few years ago, but no one wanted to go, 
least of all the royals. So he gave up. 

There are other sorts of clubs, though. 

The one worth writing home about on your 
pre-stamped postcard is Marden’s, a racing 
club chaired by James P-T and Clair 
Southwell, former PA to the Prince of Wales, 
and the place where generations of ski nuts

got their ski cred. But it’s a hush-hush affair, 
all but hidden from non-members — bar the 
custard-yellow bibs worn by its young members 
when tearing about the slopes. And the noisy 
party one night in the basement of our hotel, 
the Piz Buin, where Randolph Churchill picked 
up one of the medals, clever thing. 

So, yes, it’s all about skiing. And, bloody 
hell, it’s good: the kind of skiing that makes 
you want to zoom around bellowing with 
joy (don’t, though - it’s really not the done 
thing here). There’s a cable car named after the 
Prince of Wales, if that’s your thing, and two 
main ski areas: the Madrisa, where the little 
ones are learning, and the Gotschnagrat, a vast 
area where can you climb up to 8,650 feet and 
ski down nearly eight miles of glorious black 
and red runs - a leisurely 25-minute coast (or 
12-minute bomb, if you’re part of Marden’s) 
to the tree-lined village. I spend a wonderful, 
sunny day following Sos as she swishes across 
slope after deserted slope. She knows everyone 
we see, although we barely see another soul. 

No queues, no crowds, no one at all. ‘It’s 
always like this,’ she twinkles at us. She’s very

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twinkly. We share aT-bar up to the Furka, 
a magnificent red run. ‘There are quite a few 
T-bars in Klosters,’ she says apologetically. 
‘They were invented here, but we don’t like 
to admit that. It’s a bit like admitting to 
inventing tuberculosis.’ 

The six-year-old, meanwhile, is having 
a bash at her first snowploughs, or ‘pizza 
slices’, as they now call them. Did you learn 
to ski when you were little? My memories 
mostly include sidestepping, pain, shouty 
instructors, bruises, tears. And the odd ‘ooops- 
didn’t-get-my-all-in-one-off-in-time-now-my- 
bum-is-wet. Oh, and now the sleeves have 
dropped in the loo. I’m going to cry. Again.’ 

It’s not like that these days, at least not 
here. There are travelators for a start, which 
slowly scoot them up the slopes. There are 
two instructors plus two reps, which means 
- listen to this — if the kids don’t want to ski, 
THEY DON’T HAVE TO. They can build 
a snowman or go for a hot chocolate, or throw 
snowballs at the poor mug rep who’s dressed 
up as a panda. Which means no pressure, which 
means they actually enjoy themselves. They 
think it’s a blast. They ski and they have 
breaks and they eat quite a lot of Haribo, and 
the result is not only that my daughter can 
happily get down a slope by day two, but that 
she doesn’t complain once for the entire week. 
She loves it. She thinks it’s a hoot and sleeps 


like a log for 12 hours straight every night. 
Which is all I can ask for, really. 

Our hotel, while I think of it, is a four-star 
(no five-stars in Klosters), recently revamped 
study in ‘Alpine chic’ - all stripped wooden 
floors and black-and-white vintage pics - slap- 
bang in town, with delicious food and a great 
bar. Very lovely it is too, even if it lacks the 
lineage of the Chesa Grischuna, an unassuming 
litde wooden hotel where Hollywood decamped 
to in the Fifties and Sixties. 

Once upon a time, everyone stayed at the 
Chesa. Everyone. The manager, Marianne, 
shows me the old visitors’ book, a tome of a 
thing filled with glamorous scribbles, including 
those of - deep breath - Audrey Hepburn, 
Vivien Leigh, Gene Kelly, David Niven, Irwin 
Shaw, Kirk Douglas, Julie Andrews, Bing 
Crosby, Peter Sellers, Britt Ekland, Truman 
Capote, Deborah Kerr... and on it goes. 
Princess Margaret loved the bowling alley. The 
film director Noel Howard hung out in the bar 
with Sydney Chaplin. Greta Garbo hid away 
in her room. Rex Harrison got the pianist 
to help him work on his vocals in My Fair 
Lady, although the pianist had to stop because 
he thought the music was just too bad. O

<1 ‘Gene Kellys widow srill comes back 
every year. And Irwin Shaw’s son,’ I’m told by 
the gravelly-voiced Zizi, a long-time resident 
who manages the smartest chalets in the 
village. Hollywood royalty has moved on, as 
Hollywood royalty is wont to do. Everyone 
else now stays in chalets. She’s letting me snoop 
around the spectacularly white Haus Alpina 
penthouse, which is owned (fittingly) by The 
White Company founder Chrissie Rucker. 

Zizi shows me around Chalet Bear, a 
gorgeous wooden number owned by Gilly 
Norton, another long-timer and founder of 
Skiing With Heroes, which gets injured 
veterans back on the slopes. Klosters, as an 
aside, is big on ‘adaptive’ (aka, disabled) skiing; 
Frank Gardner and Mark Vestey tried it here. 

These days, the big names are in chalets. 

Nat Rothschild owns one, as do Carol 
Thatcher and investment whizz Caspar Rock 
(George Osborne stayed at Rock’s chalet when 
he was last in town). It’s in the chalets where 
the parties happen too, another regular tells 
me, although these are all ‘terribly discreet’ - 
more of the shepherd’s-pie-and-champagne 
variety, rather than the naked-dancing-on- 
tables-with-the-Russian-beach-volleyball-team 
sort. More Sam Cam, less Silvio Berlusconi. 

And it’s in the chalets that you’ll find the 
royals. Not just ours, by the way, but a whole 
card deck of European royalty, including 
Norwegian, Swedish, Spanish and Dutch - 
all Klosters regulars. Lots of posh Germans, 
too — von Bismarck, von Miele — ‘all sorts of 
Vons,’ snorts Zizi. ‘And everyone weighs 
their own bananas at the Co-op.’ Look very 
hard and you might just spot the Duchess of 
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Tara P-T

New Delhi, India 

Make no mistake: the Lodhi is 
VAST. A former Aman — 
cue slabs of stone and ruler- 
straight columns jutting to the 
sky - it’s spread over eight floors, 
with corridors wide enough 
to drive a lorry down and views 
that stretch as far as the Red Fort. 
But it’s surprisingly laidback, with 
hand-woven rugs scattered about 
on marble floors, trailing creepers 
brightening up concrete terraces, 
and art everywhere — buzzy 
exhibitions in the gallery draw 
locals, as do the ayurvedic spa and 
the awesome fitness centre, with 
its slick, glassy pool.

“The tail end of the year is traditionally not the 
optimum time to sell - and conversely one of 
the best times to buy,” advises Philip Eastwood 
who heads The Buying Solution’s London 
team (TBS).

I THE WALLED CITY BY 
RYAN GRAUDIN (2014) 

This thriller is packed with action, violence 
and hilarious wit.

od, I’m stressed,’ says everyone, all 
the time. Because life is stressful, 
isn’t it? Whether it’s exams, friends, 
a love interest or those irritating people who 
constantly ask, ‘Do you know what you want 
to do after university?’ 

It’s easy to feel overwhelmed. To feel like you 
have to pick the right GCSEs, then the right 
A-levels, then go to the right university and get 
the right job. To feel, in fact, that if you make 
a ‘bad’ choice now IT WILL RUIN THE 
REST OF YOUR WHOLE ENTIRE LIFE. 

But don’t panic, because this isn’t true. It’s 
a load of nonsense that only serves to make you 
even more stressed. 

First, let’s put things into perspective. 
Biologically speaking, a bit of stress isn’t a bad 
thing. It’s the body’s way of making us perform 
better under pressure. The brain is constantly 
on alert for things that could be stressful 
- crossing the street, physics prep, parents - 
and adjusts the adrenal glands accordingly. If 
something is deemed a threat, they will release 
a chemical called cortisol into your body, 
resulting in a raised heartbeat, elevated blood 
pressure and your liver shooting more sugar into 
your blood. You’re then primed, ready for action, 
poised to dodge whatever life flings at you. 

It only becomes a problem if you always lurk 
in this fight-or-flight mode, with your adrenal 
glands constantly pumping out cortisol. Your 
body fatigues, you’ll get headaches, your skin 
might break out, you won’t sleep properly, you 
could put on weight and your immune system 
may dip, meaning you’re more susceptible to 
getting sick. Basically, you’ll feel more stressed 
and potentially a bit depressed to boot. 

The trick, therefore, is to learn how to channel 
your stress. You can’t avoid it altogether: you 
have to revise, you have to sit exams, you will 
inevitably want to kill one or all members of 
your family at several points over the holidays. 

So go ninja on it. Master it. You can learn what 
to do when that creeping sense of panic starts to 
kick in. And then you can make it work for you.

Be cautious if you talk to people you don’t 
know, and never give out personal information. At first, I felt safe 
sitting behind my computer, but my tormentors were just a click away. 
To help combat cyberbullying, I became very private on social media, 
even going ‘dark’ - making yourself inaccessible - at times. 

5 Find what you love and dedicate yourself to it. Putting your energy 
towards your passions can make you happier and feel better, and even 
develop confidence. If you don’t know what you love, that’s OK! Try 
a bunch of different things and see what excites you. 


T here are moments when I’m feeling 
incredibly stressed. I put a lot of pressure 
on myself, and this stage of my career has been 
really intense. I’m trying to redefine who I am 
as an artist and people’s perceptions of me.

t 1 make you thick!’ ‘Smartphones distract you 

from homework...’ Whether you’ve got an 
iPhone, a Samsung or even a BlackBerry (a 
bit embarrassing these days?), they’re blamed 
for all sorts of things. It was the same when 
TV became popular in the Sixties. ‘It’s 
I W chewing gum for the brain,’ scientists 

^ W thundered - and yet, here we are, 50 years 

^ later, and our brains are still working. But 

you can imagine how your parents must feel: they spent their teenage 
years listening to vinyl and writing letters; now they see teens ambling 
along like something from Shaun of the Dead, 
staring down avidly at that little rectangle of 
glowing light. But are smartphones really 
turning us into zombies — or are they making 
us smarter? Scientists can’t decide. What we 
do know, though, is that these devices are 
changing our brains in certain ways. Here we 
reveal how and why this is happening - and 
what you should (or shouldn’t) worry about.

jlaKj Peering at a smartphone will keep you 
awake at night: the bright light from 
the screen confuses your brain into thinking 
it’s still daytime, so your body doesn’t start 
producing melatonin (the hormone that 
regulates your sleep patterns). The simplest 
answer is to stop scrolling through Instagram 
or Facebook an hour or so before bedtime. 
We promise that the sky won’t fall in if you 
don’t check your ‘likes’ until the next day. 


? Smartphone users have quicker, more 
‘attuned’ fingers. According to a 2014 
study, it appears that part of the brain rewires 
itself to make your fingers more reactive. The 
same thing happens to the brains of people 
who play musical instruments. Who knows, 
maybe using your smartphone a lot before an 
upcoming flute exam could be a good way to 
prepare your fingers? Or maybe not... 

Your IQ level can drop by 10 points 
just by having your phone near you, 
researchers at King’s College London have 
found. It turns out that, despite what you 
may think about your ability to revise while 
fiddling on Snapchat, our brains are useless at 
multitasking. Having the temptation to check 
your phone causes your brain to lose focus, 
reducing your ability to take in information 
and increasing stress levels. So if you’re 
working, keep your smartphone out of sight.

In 2013, Kent State University found 
that ‘high-frequency’ users tended to 
have poorer academic scores and ‘lower 
satisfaction with life’ compared to those 
who weren’t permanently clutching 
their phone. Feeling a bit anxious and 
unhappy? Switch off for a few hours.

memory. Some scientists believe that our 
devices are reducing our ability to recall 
important facts, such as telephone 
numbers, directions or, you know, answers 
to exam questions. Smartphones have 
instant access to the internet and our 
address books, so our brains are learning 
that they’re no longer needed for certain 
skills. The good news, though, is that it 
isn’t forever - if you use your smartphone 
less, your memory should perk up.

Interrailing is back. But how much has it changed from its early Nineties heyday of 
cheap beer and political revolutions? Two generations of intrepid explorers report 
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Mike and Alex on 
the long trail from 
Plymouth to Prague 

MIKE HIGGINS 1991 

T can t remember how much the Interrail ticket cost, but I know 
that when I got on the ferry to Roscoff in July 1991 with Alex 
and Ash I had £300 in traveller’s cheques (ask your mum). Our 
itinerary was Barcelona, Venice, Rome, Greece, the former Eastern 
Bloc (ask your dad), finishing in Prague. Prague! Where the beers 
were lOp a pint and the women were ravening for the explosive sex 
charge of three 19-year-olds from Plymouth with middling A-levels. 

By Barcelona, we were eating leftovers in the KFC on the Ramblas 
(pre-Olympic clean-up, so we sort of fitted in). Ash turned for Blighty 
at this point — his attempt to do Europe on £100 lasted about a 
week. Alex and I crawled to Venice - hot, expensive, packed — then 
to Rome. I wanted to visit the Keats-Shelley museum. Alex didn’t. 

He legged it with the money. I found him in McDonald’s trying to 
apologise as he stuffed our Rome budget into his mouth. With fries. 

Greece passed quickly - no islands, lots of souvlald. We caught a train 
to Zagreb. When we fell asleep it was packed. When we woke up it was 
empty. We arrived in Belgrade, troops everywhere, just in time for 
the start of the Yugoslav civil war. Next stop, Budapest. We met some 
girls, changed some money, realised the chap at the bureau de change 
had given us 100 times too many forints. Stinking of three weeks’ 
hostels and trains, A1 and I treated them to breakfast. When we tried 
to pay with our fistful of forints, the waiter took out a pen and 
crossed out three zeros on each note. The girls paid for breakfast, 
unaffected by our explosive sex charge. 

Thank god for Prague. Reader, it was traveller paradise. Beers 
weren’t lOp a pint. They were 5p. We wiped ourselves down in our 
hostel and ate two of everything in the best restaurants. We found 
a couple of Gzech women who were mesmerised by our A-level 
results - but they wanted money up front to discuss our academic 
options in private. What did I learn? Alex snores like an asthmatic 
donkey and can wear one pair of socks for 30 days.

o you know how long the train takes from 
Prague to Budapest? Eight hours. Overnight. 

And I know this because I spent the journey 
lolling in the aisle with no air-conditioning, nearly 
dying of dehydration. So that’s my first tip for today’s 
Interrailers - reserve seats prior to the journey. 

My six school friends and I visited eight destinations, 
weaving from Amsterdam to Berlin, Prague, Budapest! 

Split, Rimini, Mykonos and los. Budapest (for the 
nightlife), Split (for the Ultra Music Festival) and 
Mykonos (for the beaches) were the highlights. Tip 
two IS pack as many T-shirts from Topshop as you can fit in a bag 
because you never know when you’ll be able to wash things. 

Tip three is get over any fussy sleeping issues. If you do manage 
to book a tram berth for your journey, you’ll find sheets made of 
paper and cubicles the size of a cosy bathroom. In los, we actually 
slept on the sand - much more comfortable, it turned out, than 
most of the fusty old mattresses we kipped on in our Airbnb 
apartments, which cost us an average of €40 per night. 

yourselves for the food because it’s not all exotic. 
McDonalds proved our saviour at points, although I probably ate 
over 20 kebabs in a month and we survived on pizza in Prague, which 
IS also stiU good for cheap beer. We went to a beer museum there and, 
tor £10 each, we got a tour of the place plus four pints. (This is 
probably why I couldn’t drink beer for the rest of the trip.) 

My final tip is to enjoy it. We wanted authenticity, we wanted 
to leave our cosseted school life and we wanted to dive into an 
adventure. Every train we took was like a step towards adulthood 
and every time I talk to my friends, a story from our trip comes ’ 
up. It makes me smile.
